UCH has been said and written recently of 
M business declines and an unfavorable prospect 

for 1958; but the over-all consensus of the 
Board of Analysts of Future Sales Ratings’ projects 
for 1958 a record level of activity for the boating and 
related industries and a demand for new plant and 
equipment by the boating industry substantially in 
excess of that in the previous record year 1957, 

Sales at the retail level of boats (meaning alt pleas- 
ure boats and small commercial boats) and their 
various accessories as well as expenditures for’ dock- 
ing, maintenance, fuel and insurance, are expected 
to‘ approximate $2,225,000,000 in 1958, a jump of 
$225,000,000, or about 11%, over the almost $2,000,- 
600,000 expenditures estimated by the Board for the 
fall year 1957. 

The continued boom foreseen for’ the’ boating in- 
dustry, which is the country’s fastest’ growing recrea- 
tion, is expected by the Board to’stimulate’a 17% 
increase in new structures and additions to plant of 
the boat manufacturing and: repair industry to an 
estimated total of $7,560,000 for 1958, compared with 
$6,460,000 in 1957 and in new machinery and equip- 
ment frau $8,050,000 in 1957. to $9,420, 000 in 1958. 
These figures are strictly for the: pleasure boat and 
small commercial boating industry and do not in- 
clude, of course, the huge expenditures for new plant 
and equipment of the shipbuilding and ship-repair 
industry.

equipment and supplies will increase their promo- 
tional programs to capitalize on the 1958 sales op- 
portunities, the Board has assigned ‘a future sales 
rating of five stars to the boating industry for 1958. 
These ratings represent the common denominator 
determinations of the Future Sales Ratings Board, 
which comprises over 300 economists, statisticians and 
marketing experts in Government and private in- 
dustry. It is the most experienced economic predict- 
ing panel on all the mation’s industries in the country, 
having forecast quarterly in Sales Management for 
the past 23 years with a favorable batting average of 
accuracy the future-sales potentials of the 112 leading 
industries, of which the subject group of industries is 
among the economically most important. 
Commissioned exclusively by THE BOATING IN- 
DUSTRY Magazine to survey the views of this Board 
with respect to Boating ‘and related sales, and also 


obtain its specific projections with respect to po- 


tential sales increases or decreases in capital equip- 
ment and supplies to the boating industry, and esti- 
mates of fuel, electricity, contract and materials costs, 
inventories on hand, repair work ‘done, etc., the writer 
has obtained the following consensus estimates: 

‘Repair work in the pleasure boat and small com- 
mercial boating field approximated $60,000,000 in 
the 1954 Census year. In 1957, the Board estimates, 
the total repair work reached $84,000,000, and for 
1958 the’ consensus of increases estimated is 19%, 
making a projected total for the next 12 months of 
almost $100,000,000, a strong new high. 

Inventories carried by the pleasure boat and small 
commercial boat manufacturers are estimated by- the 
Board at unprecedented heights of $104,000,000 for 
1958, a rise of 19.5% over: the estimated 1957 figure 
of $87,000,000. In the 1954 Census year the total was 


73° 





$62,400,000, including inventories of outboard engine 
manufacturers as well as boat manufacturers. 


Cost of materials, fuel, electricity and contract work 
also is expected by the Board to reach a new summit 
in 1958, estimated at $236,000,000 for outboard engine 
and boat manufacturers — up 18.2% over the 1957 
estimated aggregate of $200,000,000 for these items. 
In the 1954 Census year the total was $143,000,000, 
reflecting how greatly the industry’s operations have 
srown since then. 


New structures and additions to plant, as indicated, 
are expected to be expanded 17% im 1958 over 1957, 
the potentials bemg estimated by the Board at $7.- 
560,000 for 1958, compared with $6,460,000 in 1957. 
In the 1954 Census year, total spending for new struc- 
tures and additions to plant for outboard engine and 
beat manufacturers, including small commercial 
boats, was $3,720,000. 

Similarly, the potential spending for new machin- 
ery and equipment is estimated at a 17% gain in 
1958 over 1957, totals being $9,420.000 for 1958 and 
$8,050,000 for 1957. In the 1954 Census vear, total 
spending for new machinery and equipment for out- 
board engine and boat manufacturers, including small 
commercial boats, was $4,670,000. 

With the objective of the greatest possible accuracy, 
then, this survey of the boating industry’s potentials 
in 1958 began with figures of the Census of Manu- 
factures of 1954. In some instances, these figures 
were not broken down in as specific detail as was de- 
sired; for example, the plant and equipment expendi- 
tures were not detailed individually for the outboard 
manufacturing industry or for small commercial 
boats, and therefore had to be estimated out of other 
inclusive Census categories, but all the above sets of 
figures were made comparable on the uniform base 
of including the outboard manufacturing industry 
and the entire pleasure boat and small commercial 
boat manufacturing industry. 

Starting with the 1954 Census data as a base, there- 
fore, the figures were cleared with the Future Sales 
Ratings Board of 307 economists, statisticians and 
research men in Government and private indusiry, 
representing —-as previously indicated — a successful 
sales-analytical panel of 23 years experience. This 
Board gave its estimates of the 1957 percentage in- 
creases over 1954 Census figures and also estimates 
of the 1958 percentage increases over 1957. The con- 
sensus of estimates was then applied to the Census- 
base 1954 figures and the preceding figures emerged, 
the only estimates of their kind available anywhere. 

In the light of.every development known and 
anticipated by this experienced sales-forecasting 
Board, which in one form or another has access to 
every source of economic and business statistics in 
the world, a common denominator of applicable ra- 
tios of increase or decrease was developed, with the 
consequent computation of specific figures which the 
boating industry will find useful im blueprinting its 
activity for 1958. | 

Estimates also were made on the amount of repair 
work potentials for 1958. In the next 12 months, the 
Board estimates potential expenditures of $82,200,000 
for repair of pleasure boats and small commercial 
boats. That figure is up 14.2% over the 1957 estimated 
figure of $72,000,000. In the 1954 Census year, total 
spending for repair of all pleasure boats and small 
commercial boats aggregated $53,692,000. 

The various projections of potential increases in 
1958 of the boating indusiry’s business and of its pur-

chases of plant and equipment assume reasonable 
advertising and selling promotion increases by the 
manufacturers and distributors involved. The Board 
feels that ever better sales improvement can be made 
if promotional programs are stepped up sufficiently 
to crystalize fully the fortheoming great. sales op- 
portunities in this field. Conversely, it is felt that 
weak promotional programs (in the light of all the 
talk about business decline in 1958) might resalt in 
little or no gain in 1958 over 1957. 


Principal reasoning of the Board in estimating the 
preceding favorable levels of improvment of the 
pleasure boat and small commercial boat field over 
1957 is the tremendous, growing interest in boating 
throughout the country, the fine, new, improved, 
modern lines of all types of products which will be 
offered in 1958, the expectation that general business 
and the nation’s buying power in 1958 will be no- 
where near so bad as the pessimists now mamiain, 
and the belief that the boating industry, alert to its 
1958 sales opportunities, will not let down in its 
campaigns to capitalize on them. 

The Board finds searcely an industry in this country 
— either recreational or industrial—which can match 
the dynamic growth of the boatimg industry. Pleasure 
boating, before long, is expected to be a two and one 
half billion-dollar-a-year business, a vast fundamental 
activity affecting many facets of the U. 5. economy. 
With one craft —sail, mboard or outboard — for 
every 26 American and the totals rising at twice the 
rate of passenger car ownership, the boat is giving 
the nation another dimension to life in somewhat the 
same pattern as the automobile a generation ago. 


Growth of boat ownership, however, is better 
balanced than that of original auto ownership, which 
started at the upper economic level and trickled 
down. Actually, persons classed as skilled labor own 
the most boats — more than a third of them. Clerical 
and sales personnel are second with about a sixth of 
the total, followed by managers and proprietors and 
professionals, The base for growth, in other words. is 
strong, especially since more and more families are 
moving into the upper mcome brackets, creatmmg a 
large middle-class market. 

Manufacturers, too, have been keen in developmg 
the industry. Improvements have been considerable 
and, as with auto manufacturers, more horsepower 
provided. Advances have been shared, too; the dollar 
cost of horsepower has deereased from year to year. 
Getting the interest of people not living near water 
has been rising impressively also, with the result that 
the small boat industry is growing about as rapidly 
in markets far away from waiter as those close to it. 
Trailers have been a big factor in this development, 
and further major progress is anticipated. Whereas 
a few years ago the boat trailer was quite a rarity, 
there are now over 1,000,000 in use, and the 1958 out- 
look is for more than 1,500,000 on the road. With 
about 53,000,000 passenger cars owned, and more and 
better cars constantly bemg turned out, the extent 
of the boat-trailer market is vast. 

Foundation for growth in the boating industry is 
the continuous advance in paid vacations and the 
shortening of the work week. The increasing life span 
and the spreading out of prosperity in this country 
elevates this foundation. Back in the year 1800 the 
average work week was 84 hours. By 1900 it had gone 
down to 60 hours; in 1920 it was 50 hours and in 1938 
the Fair Labor Standards Act reduced it to 40 hours, 
with overtime pay required for all work over that 
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figure. Since then time with pay off has assumed great 
importance as a fringe benefit and by virtue of vaca- 
tions, holidays, rest periods and other time off the 
actual hours worked have been cut from 40 to about 
37 on the average. 

A decade ago the majority of firms had a two-week 
ceiling on vacations, and some granted only one week. 
In 1957, the Board found in a cross-sectional survey, 
two thirds of firms covered were up to a three-week 
ceiling. The trend continues strongly toward more 
vacation time; in the last 18 months the ratio of 
companies granting a four-week maximum has more 
than doubled. 

Unions are pushing steadily for more vacation time 
and many employers are voluntarily granting more 
vacation time to hold employees and boost morale. 
The United Auto Workers has achieved some switch- 
ing to a four-day work week for some of their office 
workers in Detroit, and other unions are observing 
this experiment with great interest. The International 
Association of Machinists’ plank calls for a shorten- 
ing of hours to 30 a week, namely five days of six 
hours per day, but the majority of unions are in- 
terested in a straight four-day work week, and con- 
certed action by them could bring this about rather 
suddenly. 

In 1957, persons with jobs took vacations aggregat- 
ing more than 70 millions of weeks. This represents 
a jump of more than 60% over the 1947 figure of 43,- 
400,000 weeks of vacations. 

The boom in fishing is, of course, a very great 
stimulant to the boating industry. About 20,000,000 
fishing licenses, permits, etc. are issued each year, 
but licenses do not tell the whole story, since some 
fishermen don’t need licenses. In most of the coastal 
States, licenses are not required for salt water fishing. 
Many women love the sport, too, and there now 
are more than 5,000,000 female fishing enthusiasts. 

Spending by fishermen exceeds $2,000,000,000 a 
year, and — significantly for boating — they often 
travel from long distances and imcreasingly bring 
their boats with them on trailers. Out of an analyzed. 
group of fishermen 5,453,000 traveled over 1,000 miles 
to get to their destination, 1,328,000 went between 750 
to 1,000 miles, 1,768,000 went between 500 and 750 
miles, 2,838,000 went between 250 and 300 miles, 3,- 
093,000 went between 100 and 250 miles and 4,271,000 
went between one and 100 miles. Total passenger. 
miles traveled by fishermen in the one year was 17,- 
910,434,000, about three times the 6,072,296,000 pas- 
senger miles traveled by hunters, who also went 
794,949,000 for waterfowl. 

Fundamental to the prosperity of the boating in- 
dustry is financial condition — present and prospec- 
tive — of the American people. Higher buying power 
has been broadening in this country, giving it a better 
eross section of stability. About half of all families 
now get more than $5,000 annually, compared with 
less than a quarter at the end of World War II. Not 
only are disposable earnings high, but quick-asset 
position in the aggregate is close to a record. In- 
dividuals in the U. 8. own more than $450,000,000,000 
of such financial assets as cash, bank deposits, savings 
and loan shares, insurance loan value, and Govern- 
ment and municipal securities. 

In addition, they own over $300,000,000,000 of 
corporate bonds and stocks, compared with individual 
mortgage and consumer debt of under $175,000,000.- 
000. The residual total of $575,000,000,000 is over 
200 times the present aggregate annual spending in 
the boating industry! Similarly, American corpora- 
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tions’ assets are growing and are now at a new high 
record, At the beginning of 1958 they are up sub- 
stantially over the year before. The Board estimates 
that current assets total $234,000,000,000, including 
$37,000,000,000 cash, and current liabilities total 
$125,000,000,000 — leaving $109,600,000,000 net work- 
ing capital. At the beginning of 1957, current assets 
totaled $225,700,000,000, including $34,700,000,000 
cash, and current liabilities were $121,300,000,000 — 
leaving $104,400,000,000 net working capital. 

The basic market for boating — the market of 
people — is expanding vigorously. As of Jan. 1, 1958, 
total population of the U.S. approximates 172,600,000, 
compared with 169,800,000 on Jan. 1, 1957, 166,805,- 
000 on Jan. 1, 1956, 163,956,000 on Jan. 1, 1955 and 
150,522,000 on Jan. 1, 1950. The increase in the full 
year 1957 alone is almost the equivalent of adding 
another Detroit, Cincinnati and Indianapolis to the 
national market! The year 1958 is expected by the 
Board to see another great jump in our population, 
thus helping to maintain and expand the national 
market and adding to the pressures and needs for 
more boating equipment for a more interested popu- 
lace. 

Big prop to the economy’s strength, and therefore 
to the boating industry, is the comparatively good 
level of employment and disposable income (despite 
some recent increase in unemployment), reflected in 
record-high spending in the consumer service trades 
and in retail sales, which are running substantially 
over last year. The present level of about $83 weekly 
earnings in manufacturing is at a record high, com- 
paring with $82.41 at the beginning of 1957 and an 
average of $71.86 in 1954 and $23.86 in 1939, The 
trend of wages, moreover, is up, and even though the 
extent of higher wages may not be so great in 1958 
as in recent years, the Board visualizes 1958 as 
another year of increased wages and salaries on the 
average per week. 

Disposable personal income (after taxes) is expect- 
ed to exceed $310,000,000,000 in 1958 — up from 
$300,000,000,000 im 1957, $287,200,000,000 in 1956, 
$254,500,000,000 in 1954 and $70,400,000,000 in 1939. 
Total gross national product (all the nation’s spend- 
img for goods and services) topped $435,000,000,000 
in the full vear 1957, a great new high. That com- 
pares with $414,700,000,000 in 1956, $361,200,000,000 
in 1954 and $91,100,000,000 in 1939. For 1958 the 
Board anticipates a gross national product of more 
than $450,000,000,000 — a new record, not far from 
half a trillion dollars! 

The engineered-deflation program of the Federal 
Reserve Board was ended late in 1957 as it became 
evident that tight money was exerting an overly de- 
pressing influence on industrial production, inventory 
accumulation, car buying, homebuilding, and expan- 
sion of new plants and equipment, Easier money will 
help business greatly, as will higher spending by the 
Federal Government, necessitated by Russian missile 
successes. States and municipalities will spend much 
more in 1958, as the need rises for more schools, 
hospitals, churches, roads, highways, sewer systems, 
etc. 

All these figures, estimates and conclusions by the 
Board of Analysts of Future Sales Ratings indicate 
expanding business opportunities for the boating and 
related industries. The alert and sales-expansive-mind- 
ed people in this field, with their attractive, modern 
lines of products for 1958 and with strategic and 
persuasive advertising and promotion, should be able 
to attain a sales level never before surpassed.

THE PAST YEAR IN BOATING CIRCLES 


in Canada in earlier years have made it still 


[T's same factors that made boating big ‘business 
bigger during 1957. Throughout this past year, 


according to authoritive Canadian spokesmen, every 


division. of the industry has been further developed 
to capitalize on the boating bonanza to the fullest 
extent possible. The results are making. even the most 
progressive of the oldtimers gape in amazement. 

In Canada, as in the United States, the industry is 
attracting a lot of “joiners” from the manufacturing 
level down. While all appear to be prospering, the 
competition among them seems to become more pro- 
nounced as time passes. Large, established firms re- 
main jealous of their leading positions in the industry 
and utilize heavier facilities and bigger reserves to 
retain their prominence ; small operators arriving 
late show surprising ingenuity in creating improved 
designs and a dogged determination to grow with a 
growing business. The competition finds an over-all 
expression in more highly-engineered products of 
ereatly-improved design and performance. 

Agam drawing a parallel from the example of the 
U. 5. buyer, dealers recognize that a different type of 
customers are entering their. shops and .showrooms. 
Aware of the availability of bigger, more powerful 
outboard motors, he (the customer). demands a wider 
variety of bigger boats. As a result, the family class 
cruiser accounted for a ‘sharply-increased share of the 
skipper’s dollar during the year. Manufacturers pre- 
dict the continuation of this trend and are prepared 
to meet it in 1958. 

Builders. report the death of the day when they 
were expected to hand over their completed hulls to 
hardware specialists for fittings and fixtures. John 
Richardson, general manager of the Peterborough 
Canoe Co., Canada’s largest manufacturer of small 
craft, tells us that the customer now wants the finished 
product and adds that the manufacturer must be alert 
to the fashion-conscious whims of the client in this 
respect if he is to present his line successfully. 

As in the United States, the search continues for 
new boat materials and broader uses. for existing 
materials. Builders of aluminum, plastic and fiberglas 
boats engaged in exhaustive experimentation, and 
the greatly-improved products which resulted were 
being well received later in the season. 

Outboard Marine Corp. of Canada, Lid., the only 
manufacturer of outboard motors in Canada, reports 
that throughout the entire season increased sales for 
their lines were evident. Already, the high-powered 
outboard motors have met with a tremendous re- 
sponse in Canadian boating circles as well as in the 
U.S. - | 

Hardware manufacturers and designers find a brisk 
demand for all items as boat production soars, Their 
reasons for complacency end there. A better-informed, 
more discerning boatman is demanding a greater va- 
riety of items and high styling in everything he buys. 
Those active in this field are capable of meeting this 
demand. 

Dealers and. distributors responded vigorously 1 to 


the demands of burgeoning business. In all provinces 
smarter merchandising kept the trade before the 
public eye. Many participated in national and pro- 
vincial boat shows. Some dealers staged their own 
local shows, Window displays were brighteried up 
and emphasis placed on effective use of showroom 
areas. In practically all locations a larger stock of 
equipment and replacement parts were kept. Again 
this year the boating displays at the Canadian Na- 
tional Sportsmen’s Show were the leading attraction 

“drawing an estimated one-quarter million people 
to the exhibits. 

The operation of larger service organizations be- 
came a must for practically all engaged in boating 
equipment sales. This will continue throughout the 
next ‘year. 

Pleasure boating has received an unexpected im- 
petus from ‘the water skiing craze. Dealers in skiing 
equipment are reporting increases of 35% and over 
in sales over last year and are preparing for a con- 
tinuing demand for 1958. As this sport involves the 
use of heavier horsepower motors, manufacturers 
recognize in this a new sales potential for their larger 
units, 

A considerable number of boating clubs and power 
squadrons were formed across the country with in- 
numerable ones still in the embryonic stage. With a 
membership comprised in all cases of keenly enthusi- 
astic boatmen, these groups are doing much to de- 
velop local boating conditions. Many of them have 
bought properties, erected ramps and piers and 
pressed for boating reforms with considerable effect. 
Navigational and basic engineering classes during the 
winter months round out their 12-month programs. 

In May 1957, a Boating Section was formed as a 
constitutional element of the Canadian Tourist Asso- 
ciation. A program for improved and greatly-enlarged 
docking facilities, better enforcement of marine laws 
are but two of the points receiving nation-wide atten- 
tion already as a direct result of its efforts to date. 

The radio and television networks gave greatly- 
increased coverage ito matters concerning boating 
throughout the season, and arrangements have been 
completed for more frequent programing of safety 
topics in 58. 

It would be unrealistic, however, to minimize the 
effect’: short: money will have on the 1958 market. 
Throughout 1957 manufacturers reported greater dif- 
ficulty in inducing dealers and distributors to stock 
Marine equipment in recommended quantities, and 
many found collection of accounts a new problem. 
That sales increased despite this financial factor re- 
flects the growing recognition of pleasure boating as 
a national recreation. This pattern, it is generally be- 
lieved, will be projected into the new year for still 
ereater results. 

Probably of greatest importance is this. Everyone 
in the boating business is imbued with a healthy 
amount of optimism for 1958 prospects. Add that to 
the growing public interest and we should face 
another truly successful business year,

At the retail level, the Marine Industry is beginning to suffer the 
pains of price cutting, package deals, and so forth following un- 
doubtedly the trend of the appliance, radio, television, and auto- 
mobile industries, 





Dear Jim: 


In our New York neighborhood we have dealers who have long appeared 
as being very substantial but have had to go out of business. Pro- 
fit margins of all dealers are narrowing greatly. For instance, our 
own gross profit margin has decreased in the last three (3) years by 
11%. 


The tendency is to blame the weather, general business conditions, the 
Democrats, the Republicans--anything for a scapegoat when the actual 
culprits may be discounts, throw-ins, package deals, etc. There are 
many ways to increase the lagging pace of profits. After a while some 
dealers following along the lines of easy selling at discount prices 
begin to lose confidence in their own ability to sell something for 
what it is really worth and begin fishing around their inner souls to 
find an excuse for discount selling. Soon they become actually afraid 
to quote a price at all until they find out what Joe down the street 
has quoted. A dealer's wage is the profit he makes on his sales, and 
price cutting is just about the same as taking another man's job for 
less pay than he received, 


The Marine Industry although mushrooming rapidly is yet in its in- 
fancy. We believe, however, that unless some sort of price stabli- 
lization at the retail level takes effect, the industry can not 
remain healthy. 


It appears to us that the Marine Industry differs a great deal from 
the automobile and appliance industries. Service is much more costly 
and more awkward. Consequently, if dealers do not make a reasonable 
margin of profit, it is impossible for them to keep their customers 
satisfied and retain their regular clientele, 


The number of boats and motors sold in this country annually is still 
limited, The number of dealers is comparatively small. At this stage, 
it would be a wonderful thing to instill in all these dealers the fact 
that they must make a reasonable profit in order to survive, Other- 
wise, good customer relationship can not exist. The job, therefore, 

is one of dealer education. This is a difficult task because a great 
many of them are only part-time dealers trying to pick up a fast buck, 
Many others are dealers during the summer months only. But itis a 
job that must be done if the Marine Industry, in all its phases, is 

to proceed forward in an orderly manner and remain healthy. 


During the last couple of years, the writer has talked this matter 
over with many of our prominent boat builders; and they agree that a 
healthy situation can not continue unless everybody concerned makes 
a reasonable profit. However, nothing Is ever done about it. We 
don't think that any one manufacturer in the boat field especially 
dares to establish and police a policy along these lines, At the 
same time, it seems impossible for them to get together and form a 
standard policy. Consequently, it seems to us that the whole thing 
is a matter of dealer education, 


This matter may fall completely outside of your province, However, 
the writer, for one, is trying to get everybody concerned about this 
situation and to plant the seeds of some constructive thinking.

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BOAT TRADE-IN DEALS 


By JIM EMMETT 


Wiis more and more sales involving taking 


in the customer’s used equipment the average 

dealer is looking for better ways of handling 
the boat end of such transactions. Boats differ from 
motors in this respect. So far, any standard practice 
of allowances can’t apply: there are too many vari- 
ables involved. It is apparent, though, that horse- 
trading tactics are fast becoming a thing of the past. 
Or at least in the East Coast sections I’ve spot checked 
in making this survey of how dealers feel, and are 
acting, about boat trade-ins. “No one can afford to 
lose money on such deals.” One Atlanta, Georgia man 
said, “Neither can you afford to lose friends.” Han- 
dled right they can be good-will builders, he went 
on to explain. | 

“Remember,” a Daytona Beach dealer emphasized, 
“to tell them that there are three things — not merely 
one, or even two — you should try to accomplish.” 
Here they are, briefly: 

(1) Naturally you'll want to come out right on 

the deal. But don’t overdo it. 

(2) Looking to the future, you'll want the cus- 
tomer to keep on feeling that he was treated 
fairly. Satisfying a customer at the time of the 
transaction is one thing: his being still satisfied 
after having talked to friends is another. 

(3) There’s the man you eventually resell the 
used boat to, He should be dealt with fairly 
too, not only made happy at the time but 
treated in a way insuring his remaining pleased. 

In it all it is only sensible to suppose that both 
men will be buying again some time. In the mean- 
while both are likely to look to you for their main- 
tenance and equipment needs—if your treatment 
has been fair. 

It sounds simple. Or does it? Despite what one 
does many boat buyers are hard to satisfy. It does 
pay to try. Fortunately, as several dealers pointed out, 
present conditions are favorable to your succeeding 
plus breaking clear, or better, on the used boat in- 
volved. The outstanding factor, aside from the gen- 
eral demand for boats, is the popularity of the big 
outboards. 

Sportsman Supply & Service, of Miami, big John- 
son dealers with five stores (one in Jacksonville) 
handling such boat lines as Thunderbird, Carter 
Craft, Holiday (cruisers) and Commander (plywood 
boats made to their specifications), point out that 
most all of their trade-in transactions involve “buying 
up.” In other sections, with the possible exceptions 
of Virginia and Maryland, it’s pretty much the same. 


“Big boats are slow in catching on,” says Eddie 
Leonard Jr., manager of Leonard Sporting Goods 
Company’s big boats and motors department, handling 
Old Town, Sandusky and Little Mariner boats in 
Annapolis, Maryland. The entire Chesapeake Bay 
area continues to be a poor one concerning outboards, 
he claims, and as is evident from its poor showing in 
state by state sales surveys. | 

The feeling, throughout, is that with conditions as 
they are it is reasonably easy to keep customers satis- 
fied. “Where the customer buys up you have much 
more profit to play with.” One Miami dealer explains, 
“Also, the customer well satisfied with his larger 
boat’s greater comfort and extra performance is less 
apt to be critical of the deal he got. The used boat 
buyer is likely to have money to spend for other 
things so you can afford to treat him right on the 
major part of the transaction.” But what about next 
year, or the one after? That’s a common question. 

Florida dealers, for example, are selling a lot of 
really big outboards plus ringing up worthwhile sales 
in the equipping of such craft. Most admit that it is 
sensible to suppose that the majority of such cus- 
tomers will be wanting to trade such boats in on 
new ones and that the sitvation will not be so favorable 
then. Much will depend on several factors, all of 
them adding up to whether the new boat will be still 
bigger or costlier or in about the same size or price 
class. When and if buying up becomes the exception 
rather than the rule a dealer will have to evaluate 
more carefully the boats offered him. 

But even with things as they are it seems easy for 
a new or otherwise “ignorant” dealer to get himself 
loaded up with used outboards and on which he must 
eventually take a loss. The growing trend of the boat 
manufacturers to follow car marketing practice by 
featuring new models yearly is remarked on here. 
Likewise condition: it’s easier to be fooled on a big 
boat, particularly if it’s a decked in or cabin job, 
than on the conventional open outboard. Different 
cases are reported where the dealer’s bank had to 
step m— to help clear out dead stock and otherwise 
put him on the road to domg better. 

Most dealers agree that the chief qualification in 
trade-in dealing is the ability to size up the boats 
offered on the point of their being readily resaleahle. 
And at ‘what price. Assuming the boat is in good- 
enough condition, is it a type popular in your particu- 
lar area? Its construction—the material used — is 
more important in some areas than in others, it 
seems. Plastic boats are an excellent resale proposi-

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tion in Florida: wood boats definitely aren’t. In North 
Carolina and the Chesapeake area, also in some New 
England sections dealers report it is the reverse. Or 
at least that they have to sell customers on the fea- 
tured advantages of glass boats. Naturally, if the make 
is a big-name one that’s in the boat’s favor. Or should 
be where the make is generally known and favorably 
regarded. The year or model? It must be remembered 
that even the so-called experienced owners, including 
fishermen, are becoming style conscious. ‘Also, that 


everything possible is being done to foster that feeling. 


If only because of such points most dealers find it 
wise to take in ‘only’ reasonably new boats, craft orie, 
two, or three years old. This in itself should help’ one 
steer clear of encountering serious structural defects. 
Some dealers claim you can still run into trouble. of 
that sort, but more on that later. So far as finish is 
concerned one must expect such boats to be rather 
run down, Most dealers expect to have to do a certain 
amount of work in readying the boat for resale. Many 
who make it a practice to recondition such used boats 
find it pays. “We prefer boats that can be readied for 
resale but without too much being involved.” A Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida dealer says, “We find we can 
generally up the boat’s value enough to get back 
about three times the cost of labor and materials 
involved.” 

“If a customer wants to trade a sub-standard boat, 
we drop the allowance to such a low point that the 
customer will likely keep the equipment or sell it 
himself,” one 39-year-old dealer says. However, sev- 
eral dealers I’ve talked to on this point use a different 
and better approach. “Unless you go to great pains 
to explain the situation to the man, that’s a good way 
to sour him on your place,” one of them claims. 
Another says that he is careful to see that no such 
prospect gets merely a can’t trade brushoff from a 
thoughtless employee. If he can’t take the boat in he 
goes all out to help the man by giving him leads as 
to where he might sell the boat himself, or good ad- 
vice.on how to make it more attractive for listing in 
newspaper classifieds. Quite often the man can be 
made to see the wisdom of keeping the boat as a 
second one, say for the children to use. By offering 
him financing help you may be able to interest him 
in that new one after all. 


If the boat is worth taking in, what can you allow 
for it? As I’ve said ones knowledge of the used boat 
market and demand in his own section is your ace 
card here. Those Florida dealers find that one of 
those “good” plastic boats, say up to two years, per- 


haps three, old, will bring about two-thirds of the. 


list price. The first year’s drop on such a boat is about 
30 per cent, they say. A wood boat will drop about 
40 per cent ‘in that time, lose its resale value quickly 
from there on. Generally such boats are poorly kept 
up there, and conditions are cruel on them. In some 
other sections dealers feel they’ve done well if a two 
or three-year-old boat is finally sold for half its list 
price. 


Sportsman Supply & Service get out for their store 
managers their own trade-in guide for motors, this 
once a year or twice, according to conditions, There 
manager, Mr. Morton, agrees that such a help for 
boats would be impossible. In their case each store 
manager is on his own in evaluating boats. However, 
on a boat or a deal that one of them is stymied on, all 
pitch in to each give his own estimate, It is surprising 
how close such figures generally turn out to be, he 
says. 





George Sweet, Thunderbird Marine Center, Bing- 
hampton, New York, dealer and distributor for Mer- 
cury motors and half a dozen representative boat 
lines, says, “We do not allow as much for the boats 
as [ personally think they are worth, simply because 
in our dealings with used ‘boat customers they will 
not pay the price.” 


Few concerns give any Nerreney on a used boat. 
Several have mentioned that they’d like to build up 


buyer confidence in this way, if the size trend con- 
tinues. Some will finance such a sale, some others 


won't or can’t. This depends generally on the particu- 
lar dealer’s arrangement regarding financing. 


Throughout, a number of dealers’are relying more 
on special forms to record trade-in transactions in- 
cluding the details of what was entailed in readying 
the boat for resale and the figures, etc. for how they 
finally made out. From the several shown me I’ve 
mocked up the one here. The initial entry would re- 
sult from talking to the prospect when the main char- 
acteristics of the boat would be filled in. In addition 
to putting down the owner’s name and address there’s 
a space for where the boat may be seen. The next 
entries are made by you or your man in actually see- 
ing the boat and checking its condition and equip- 
ment, Your shop man or whoever is qualified then 
fills in the figures for his estimate on what’s required 
to be done to ready the boat for vour standards for 
such reselling. You follow up by filling in the boat’s 
original list price, your ideas as to the demand and 
your estimate for what the boat should bring. The 
outcome —the allowance actually made, the cost of 
reconditioning, and in turn the details. ‘of the final 
sale — go at the bottom. As I’ve filled such informa- 
tion in it is evident that the likelihéod of the buyers 
being a good prospect for future business influenced 
the dealing with him. 


I find that most dealers who try to record their 
transactions in any such fashion make use of the in- 
formation in their follow-up selling efforts. Here it 
would be a good idea to remember, at the proper 
time, the used customer’s interest in that new motor, 
filing the trade-in form, or a copy, in a way insuring 
this being done. The new boat’s owner should, of 
course, be kept track of too. Most owners, even of 
outboards, become interested enough in boats in 
general to make it worth your while to mention what 
became of that old boat and how someone else is get- 
ting along with it. Your competitor may not realize 
it but you should, that boating is one activity where 
a dealer’s personal touch — his interest— can give 
him the inside track. 


Finally, because of something this survey revealed, 
I decided to check my findings and the makeup of 
the form here with a representative marine surveyor, 
Captain L. G. Salomon of Oxford, Maryland. Why? 
Largely because several dealers brought up the point 
of independent surveys and survey-backed warranties 
being a possibility in the constant enlargement of the 
outboarding picture. I do know that Captain Salomon 
looked after the surveying of boats, both outboards 
and inboards, at this season’s Georgetown Yacht Basin 
Yacht Auction (see November 1957 Boating In- 
dustry), and that his services were definitely in de- 
mand, 


As I’ve said, some dealers appear woefully ignorant 
when it comes to knowing how to check the condi- 
tion of an outboard of any size. Naturally, the over- 
size outboard is so recent that very few have re-

Its agency for this purpose is the Michigan W ater- 
ways Commission, which was recently. honored at a 
luncheon by the Board of Commerce of Detroit and 
other groups grateful for the many accomplishments 
chalked up during the first 10 years... -. 

~The Commission’s, setup and records more than 
justify the decision of Michigan voters to-clear the 
way for its creation;. furthermore, they augur: vy 

for realization of aims for the coming. decade -and 
sérve as a splendid example to other states interested 
enough in boating problems to do something. about 


them in a.concerted effort. os ee 

~ Commission goals for the future are ambitious, to 
be sure, but a glance at the past makes inescapable 
the conclusion it isa “can do” organization. . i. 


As.far back, as 1937, the U. 5S. Army Corps of En- 


gineers recommended to Congress the‘ construction 
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of recreational harbors-of-refuge every 30 miles along 
the American shoreline of the Great Lakes. Eight 
years later, when the idea won congressional sanction, 
15 harbors-of-refuge were assigned to Michigan to be 
integrated with existing harbors and completed on 
a cost-sharing basis between the federal government 
and local interests. | 

Gov. Harry Kelly — acting at the behest of numer- 
ous boatmen, cities and towns, and tourist and resort 
associations — laid the groundwork for setting up a 
state agency to deal with the federal government on 
navigational projects, but a snag developed when the 
enabling act introduced in the 1946 legislature was 
declared unconstitutional. | 

The bothersome barrier was surmounted in fine 
style when the voters approved a referendum that 
fall to amend the state constitution to permit the 
Commission to. be appointed by the. governor .with 
the advice and consent of the state senate. 

So in 1947 the first quintet of commissioners was 
named; they serve without salaries, but are reimm- 
bursed for necessary expenses. The present makeup 
of the Commission comprises Leonard H. Thomson 
of Detroit, Chairman; George W. Koronski of Bes- 
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semer, Vice-Chairman; Harold F. Finan of Port 
Austin, Secretary; and Thomas L. Lott of Detroit 
and Dr. Wallace S. Willman of Traverse City, Com- 
missioners. 

The creating act authorized an administrative di- 
rector (Keith Wilson currently is acting in that ca- 
pacity) and a recreational harbors administrator; as 
the need occurs, however, the Commission can hire 
specialized personnel on a part-time basis; primarily 
for harbor surveys and reports and boat inspections. 

In the Commission is vested sole authority to deal 
in any manner necessary with the federal government 
in facilitating the construction, maintenance, or re- 
habilitation of any project — commercial or recrea-

tional — authorized by Washington and situated 
within the boundaries of the Wolverine state. 

Other Commission duties include soliciting Con- 
gress each year for appropriations for harbors-of- 
refuge and for other recreational harbors and seeking 
federal legislation from time to time authorizing 
studies of new harbors to weigh and, if necessary, 
finance improvements. _ 

The Commission’s jurisdiction is not restricted to 
dealings with the federal government, however; its 
policy has been to help local units of government 
within the state to build, reconstruct, and repair ex- 
isting navigational facilities and to equip existing har- 
bors with transient docks. 

One of its announced aims, in fact, is to provide 
transient recreational facilities in every established 
harbor — including the harbors-of-refuge — located 
in the state. 

Before participation with local units can be ef- 
fected, a number of preliminaries must be gotton out 
of the way: The Commission must determine, upon 
request of the locality, whether facilities are needed 
for transient watercraft; if need is established, the 
Commission is obliged to decide the size of the fa- 
cilities and the number of boats to be accommodated, 
and a jointly-financed engineering survey is made to 
choose the proper design, location, and other related 
factors. 

If the community can secure the financing and the 
Commission has sufficient. funds, the project is on; 
Jacking either of these prerequisites, the project goes 
onto a priority list for future action. 

How does the Commission realize its revenues? 
From two sources: the 6¢ marine fuel tax and the 
watercraft license tax. 

The former levy came into effect concurrently with 
the Commission itself and is imposed on all sales of 
marine fuel in lieu of an equal tax on highway sales; 
the Secretary of State then allocates the resultant tax 








dollars to the Waterways Commission for ultimate 
return to the taxpaying boaters in the form of marine 
benefits, 

During fiscal 1956-57, the marine fuel tax brought 
in $150,000, but industry estimates on the total po- 
tential range from $500,000 to $1,000,000. 

This shortage, allegedly the fault of certain pro- 
cedural shortcomings in the act creating the Com- 
mission, may be made up if corrective legislation the 
Commission plans to propose is passed by the legis- 
lature at its next session. 

The watercraft license tax was established in 1950 
at the instigation of boat owners seeking to avoid 
indiscriminate taxation under county personal prop- 
erty levies. Therefore, licenseholders are exempt from 
all state and local property taxes on their boats. 

Here is the schedule of fees for obtaining boat 
licenses:

Boats exempted from the license tax are those: less 
than 16’ long; operated exclusively by muscular 
power; owned by the federal or state government; 
used by the Boy Scouts for seamanship training; 1i- 
censed as commercial fishing vessels by the Depart- 
ment of Conservation; registered under the Tonnage 
act; operated upon inland lakes having neither a 
navigable inlet or outlet, and those owned by an 
out-of-stater and kept regularly during the summer 
at a port outside Michigan, 

Every license dollar is matched by an average of 
five other dollars, the Commission explains, and the 
total is poured back into harbor and dock improve- 
ments along the Great Lakes and connecting waters. 
It hopes to be able to extend the tax — and thus its 
services —to the inland waters before long. 

During the past fiscal year, the license tax swelled 
the coffers by $180,000, but here again the contention 
among those “in the know” is that complete en- 
forcement of the law would double that figure. The 
Commission is counting on the wholehearted support 
of state boatmen to iron out the technicalities which

are diverting to other purposés monies which should 
be beefing up the Waterways Commission’s budget. 

The 1950 statute provides a fine up to $100 and/or 
imprisonment up to 30 days for anyone using a boat 
before issuance of the license and a fine up to $100 
for the person who operates his boat without the 
license being attached to it. 

Of the 15 harbors-of-refuge authorized by Congress 
nearly 13 years ago, four are completed: Port Sanilac 
on the shore of Lake Huron 30 miles north of Port 
Huron; Chippewa Harbor on Isle Royale in Lake 
Superior; St. James on Beaver Island in Lake Michi- 
gan, and Gay, the original of three harbors planned 
for Lake Superior’s Keweenaw peninsula and the 
first to be completed in 1950. 

Slated to be ready this year are: Black River, 39 
miles west of Ontonagon on Lake Superior; Eagle 
Harbor on the western shorelines of the Keweenaw 
peninsula 14 miles west of Copper Harbor, and Os- 
coda on Lake Huron. A June, 1961, completion date 
has been assigned to the Whitefish Point harbor-of- 
refuge on the west side of Whitefish Bay in Lake 
Superior. 

Construction is to get underway this year on the 
Harrisville Harbor on Lake Huron; Lac La Belle, the 
third of the Keweenaw peninsula projects, and Port 
Austin at the tip of the “thumb” on Lake Huron. 

Still awaiting federal appropriations are: Big Bay 
and Little Lake on Lake Superior; Hammond Bay 
on Lake Huron, and Point Lookout on Saginaw Bay. 

Completed in 1951 and 1957, respectively, are two 
federal-state harbors: Grielickville, providing refuge 
for small craft operating in the Grand Traverse Bay 
area and including transient facilities for some 10 
boats, and the Cheboygan Inland Route, a 40-mile 
waterway with dredged channels 30’ wide and 5’ in 
minimum depth running to Conway. 

On four of the harbors-of-refuge — Black River, 
Oscoda, Port Austin, and Port Sanilac—the Com- 
mission has joined with local agencies in sub-projects 
for transient craft accommodation. 

Other state-local harbors built since 195] — when 
the St. Joseph Marina was built within sight of 
THE BOATING INDUSTRY offices— are Boyne City and 
East Jordan on Lake Charlevoix; Charlevoix, Frank- 
fort, Grand Haven, Harbor Springs, and Pentwater 
on Lake Michigan; Cheboygan, Caseville, and East 
Tawas on Lake Huron; Detroit Memorial Park Mar- 
ina on Lake St. Clair; Port Huron on the Blaek 
River, and Sault Ste. Marie on the St. Mary’s River. 

The five remaining state-local projects are either 
in process of completion — as is the case at Escanaba,

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L’Anse, and Rogers City — or awaiting bids, as are 
the Muskegon and Saugatuck harbors. 

A cost analysis is available from the Commission 
showing the breakdown of costs for each project, and 
the total cost is listed as $6,633,579 so far; of this 
amount, $4,287,533 is borne by the federal govern- 
ment; $1,400,136 by the Waterways Commission, and 
$945,810 by local units. 

In addition to its construction program, the Com- 
mission carries on extensive safety work, included in 
which is the inspection of more than 24,000 livery 
boats for public use and rental craft each year. 

Furthermore, the Commission works with legis- 
lative committees on both federal and state levels 
ever striving for increased boating safety; just this 





past year, the Michigan legislature passed a Com- 
mission-recommended statute for registration of all 
boats plying the inland waters of the state, and it 
is hoped the registration — due to go into effect this 
coming boating season — will help reduce the pres- 
ently large number of boating mishaps. 

So much for the past and present and immediate 
future of Michigan’s highly-regarded Waterways 
Commission. What will the second decade of its 
existence bring? 

Speaking at the recent testimonial luncheon, Chair- 
man Lott envisioned all sorts of remarkable accom- 
plishments IF the Commission receives all the funds 
to which legislation entitles it. 

Here are some of them: 

1. Completion of the present harbor-of-refuge plan; 

2. Start of a new one to provide a safe haven for 
small boats every 15 miles around Michigan’s perime- 
ter with a tentative arrangement of 1] harbors on 
Lake Huron, 14 on Lake Michigan, and 10 on Su- 
perior; 

3. Continued growth of excellent marinas; 

4, Greater safety on the waters through legislation, 
education and training of boat operators, better en- 
forcement, and safer vessels; 

5. Development of new channels for Great Lakes 
yachtsmen; 

6. Extension of assistance to the inland waters, and 

7. Uniformity of state laws for boats, such as en- 
titling, licensing, and “rules of the road.” 

Admittedly; that’s a man-sized program and the 
expenditures by the federal and state governments 
will total many millions of dollars. But it is capable 
of accomplishment precisely because the people of 
Michigan appreciate the work of their Waterways 
Commission and back the progress it stands com- 
mitted to bring about.

The Richfield State Bank is not a large financial 
institution in dollars and cents volume when com- 
pared to this nation’s giant financial institutions, It 
does not have branch locations. It is rather an inde- 
pendent neighborhood bank in a relatively small com- 
munity. It is much like the bank in your town. 

“People like our interpretation of banking,” con- 
tinues Bob Warzetha. “Since we opened 10 vears 
ago with seven employees we have grown until to- 
day we employ 77 persons. We have purchased about 
$2,000,000 worth of marime paper in the past ]0 years. 

“Instead of being leary to mention it we are proud 
of the fact that we are an independent bank. Because 
of this we are in a position to set our own terms. This 
applies to marine fmancing as well as other types of 
loans. The big banks are often not able to do this.” 

To prove how sound the officers of the Richfield 
State Bank feel that boat financing is, let us consider 
the Skipper Week which they promoted last August. 


They were not sold a bill of goods — it was their own 
idea. It was the bank’s money that carried out the 


plans.-It was their efforts that made it a success. The 
entire idea was born because of questions that many 
-of the customers asked of bank officials. “Will you 
lend money on a boat? Are you willing to fiance an 
outboard motor?” Skipper Week answered all of 


these questions and many more. It was such a success 
that it is to become an annual event. 

‘The original plan was to inform the customers of 
the bank and those interested about the availability 
of marine loans. Neighboring marine dealers were 
invited to bring in displays of boats, motors and equip- 
ment. These were displayed in the bank’s lobby. Each 
rig was clearly labeled as to price, fmancing terms 
available and the dealer’s name and address. This 
was achieved by the use of a small easel card on each 
display. Bank officials, and employees‘ wore casual

dealers need financial help, but few articles 
tell the dealer how to acquire this help. Your 
banker is the main source of supply for money, so 
let’s probe into a bank and see what he needs in order 
to grant you the help you require. ° 
Banks are not cognizant of the vast potential in the 
field of Marine Equipment fiancing. It is your duty 
as a marine dealer to inform your banker of the future 
and profit he can make by financing marine equip- 
ment. At the present time, only 54% of outboard 


Mee articles have been written as to why 


motors and 46% of outboard boats are being sold to 
consumers on an installment basis. By way. of com- 
parison, 88% of electrical appliance sales and 63% 
of furniture sales are made on the installment basis. 
The Evinrude Motors Corporation is doing a good job 
of educating the banks by periodical reports and 
ideas, The factories can inform the banker, but you, 
the dealer, must follow through! 

The banker is entrusted with other people’s money 
and is answerable to the depositors, directors and ex- 
amining authorities. Banking is a business. If wrong 
decisions are made, the bank will not show a profit 
for its stockholders. 

Your bank expects: 

1. Honesty. This is proven by your current credit 
rating and moral standing in the community. The 
best gauge of a man’s honesty is his “Past”! A grow- 
ing business is built by satisfied customers, and fair, 
honest treatment means goodwill and repeat cus- 
tomers. 

2. Management. Many business and management 
decisions are made on “what will give maximum im- 
mediate profit?” Successful businesses are those where 
management decisions are made on policies which 
will give, not immediate profit, but maximum profit 
over a period of years. Effective management is proven 
by financial figures. The dealer should submit a fiscal 
balance sheet and income statement. Quarterly or 
semi-annual statements prove that he is not only con- 
cerned as to where he is going, but also where he has 
been. Good management makes few mistakes, and a 
frequent look at financial figures determines the trend

costing only a tenth as much. But it’s just as in- 
accurate to assume ‘that it’s ten times harder to sell 
a cruiser as a runabout. There are ready. customers 
for both classes of pleasure boats. However, many 
small dealerships fall into the error of supposing 
that big boats can only be sold by big dealers. 

Latching onto better than its fair share of big- 
ticket sales has been one of the success. secrets of 
Boatarama, a marine sales agency operated by en- 
ergetic George Manz Jr. in San Carlos, Calif. Manz 
began by doing small things in a small way in the 
boating field. Now, in only two years, five-figure 
cruiser sales are regularly rung up on Boatarama’s 
cash register. 

Cruisers, Trojan is the line sold, in the $4,000- 
$13,000 price range represent some 30 per cent of the 
company’s dollar volume and 20 per,cent of unit 
volume. Revising the merchandising approach to em- 
phasize cruisers has contributed toward Boatarama’s 
doubling last year’s gross. Such’ an ackievement is 
not due to any single factor, but rather to 4 com-

bination of activities.. .Hach has been allotted its in- 
dividual importance, so that. the result is. a.smooth- 
working program with a clearly-indicated goal. | 

To begin with, Boatarama sells more cruisers be- 
cause it displays more of them. Manz is a believer 
in the old precept that “You can’t sell goods from 
an empty wagon.” He orders five to eight cruisers at 
a time and spots them strategically throughout his 
40-boat display under roof and in the yard. Anyone 
looking at any kind of boat is going to stumble over 
a cruiser. 

Boatarama is at a disadvantage display-wise be- 
cause, not only is it landlocked, but it is located off 
the highway and out of sight of passing traffic. Never- 
theless, Manz makes the most of what he has and 
relies on other factors to attract buyers. His dealer- 
ship occupies a‘one-acre site just off U. S. 101 (El 
Camino Real). The building, erected to his specifi- 
cations, is 40 x 150 feet, including a 40’ x 50’ show- 
room which accommodates six boats. 

Abaft the showroom is a covered 20’ x 60’ space 
for four boats. This area is used for setting up boats 
and for installation of equipment as well as for dis- 
play. It is equipped witha 3 ,000-pound. hoist. 

A 200-square-foot motor repair shop at the rear of 
the building handles an’ average of 50 jobs a month. 
It is equipped for all repairs on Johnson outboard 
motors, for which, the firm has the local franchise. 
Inboards are serviced here: as well, although major 
inboard work is farmed out to local service repre- 


sent atives. 


About 30 boats can be displayed within a fenced 
area outdoors. Part of this is a 20-foot concrete apron 
in front of the showroom; the rest is now unpaved 


but will be coveréd with gravel for year-’round use.

All of Manz’ boats, particularly the expensive 
cruisers, must be kept in shipshape condition to 
make the best impression. Accordingly, they are 
washed twice a week, using only a sponge, chamois 
and plain water. Cruiser interiors are swept out, 
elass is polished and brightwork given the full 
treatment. 

Bringing prospective buyers in to see his mer- 
chandise comprises one of Manz’ major efforts. He 
has greatly increased his advertising outlay (now 
approximately two per cent of gross) and carries on 
an extensive advertising pregram. Newspapers are 
the-media chiefly used, The big advertising push is 
made with a four to six-inch one-column ad in the 
classified section of the Sunday San Francisco papers. 
Emphasis alternates about evenly between cruisers 
and outboard runabouts. Brief ads are run daily 
during the week to keep the firm name before the 
public. Manz reckons the catchy company name as

and improves efficiency. 


one of his important assets. “J laid awake many a 
night before I hit on ‘Boatarama’,” he said. 

The dealership bears the full cost of the newspaper 
advertising load, but Manz considers it well worth- 
while. However, he advertises heavily on a coopera- 
tive basis in the yellow pages of several phone books 
in the Peninsula area. Ads run two columns by four 
inches in size. 

Promotion-wise, Beatarama participates in local 
and regional events whenever it might be expedient. 
One such venture was a large display at the San 
Francisco Boat and Sports Show. Boatarama climbed 
aboard the bandwagon also when the multi-million- 
dollar Hillsdale shopping center in nearby San 
Mateo staged a boat show on its landscaped mall. 

Once the leokers are separated from the buyers, 
Manz takes cruiser prospects for a demonstration 
ride on a boat he keeps berthed at a nearby harbor 
which opens into San Francisco Bay. Whenever pos-

sible he invites whole families along on a demon- 
stration: thus the wife and children become sales 
allies, too. Many smaller boats are sold without a 
demonstration. But fewer people have been aboard 
cruisers than outboards, so a cruiser demonstration 
is a vital part of a big-ticket sale. 

As cruisers are sold to owners at various harbors 
in the area, they invite comment and curiosity on 
the part of other boat owners, In this way, by word- 
of-mouth referrals, runabout owners are often up- 
sraded to cruisers. 

Once Boatarama delivers a boat, that isn’t the end 
of the transaction. Manz follows up to make certain 
that buyers are completely satisfied, and that they 
know how to get the most enjoyment out of their 
boats. At the same time he can suggest the purchase 
of accessories. Pushing accessories too hard when 
a boat sale is in the balance could conceivably kill 
a sale. When the deal is consummated, accessories 
may be brought to a buyer’s attention so that he 
may buy them as he can afford to. 

The sale of accessories accounts for roughly five 
per cent of Boatarama’s volume—an item which 
can cover much of the overhead. Limited by lack of 
space, Manz nevertheless displays the most essential 
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accessories for the boats he sells. For cruisers, this 
includes, boarding ladders, compasses and all types 
of cruising gear. The full line of Pettit marine paints 
is carried, And for water sports lovers, there is a 
selection of equipment which includes three lines 
of water «kis. 

Manz estimates that he has some $35,000 tied up 
in inventory, “and J never have enough inventory.” 
To make the most of his investment and physical 
plant, his agency maintains Jong hours of from 9AM 
to 6PM, seven days a week; on Thursdays to 9PM. 
Besides Mrs. Manz, who handles office detail, per- 
sonnel includes two mechanics and two week end 
salesmen (one is George Manz, Sr.) 

One of the reasons that George Manz, Jr. so suc- 
cessfully moves cruisers is that he has cruised on the 
Bay and its connecting rivers for years, His enthusi- 
asm is catching. 

After World War JI he operated a gasoline service 
station for ten years. Looking for a way to combine 
his favorite recreation with business, he became a 
franchised Johnson outboard moter dealer, selling 
motors through the station. When the sideline reach-

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Displaying boats, 
motors and accessories in 
an attractive showroom 
instills customer confi- 
dence, reports Boaia- 
rama’s George Manz, Jr.

dealers in the general vicinity of Kissimmee, 

Fla., looked over their depleted stocks and 
figured they were entitled to a bit of relaxation after 
a wild and woolly time getting customers under way 
for the community’s Boat-A-Cade. 

“Wild and woolly” is in keeping with the region, 
for Kissimmee is the cow capital of Florida. The, folk 
thereabout, however, will tell you. that no cattle coun- 
try roundup ever hit with the impact of the 1957 
‘Boat-A-Cade, It attracted 600 boats and 1,600 fun- 
bent people from 20 states, and included a:free boat 
show featuring the latest products of 26 participating 
manufacturers. 

Most significantly, it marked the coming of age of 
a new technique in merchandising marine equipment. 

The four-day cruise was the eighth annual running 
of the event. It is open to anyone who has.a-boat, a 
congenial spirit and the fortitude to tackle an ex- 
tended trip through twisting river and potentially

rough lakes, including big Okeechobee. Boating fun, 
and plenty of it, was the initial objective of the cruise. 
There were: other obvious benefits: it publicized Kis- 
simmeé, andthe dollars spent for food, lodging, sup- 
plies. and gouvenirs bolstered the town’s economy. 

‘Thé mefchandising of marine wares grew up as a 
by:product, of the cruise, not as a prime objective — 
until*in October of ’57 when the Boat-A-Cade com- 
mittee reeognized. its increasing importance by estab- 
lishing a display area in the city park, take-off site for 
the cruise. Space was free, and letters inviting partici- 
pation were’ amailed to manufacturers throughout the 
country. 

Bob Berlinsky;. energetic Kissimmee Chamber of 
Commerce manager who keeps facts and figures of 
the big event correlated, came up with the following 
findings when the last prop-wash had settled and par- 
ticipants had headed homeward: 

Registered on departure from, Kissimmee: 600 boats 
and 1,600 persons. In addition, it is estimated that 
another 200 craft joined: the. cruise for various dis- 
tances along the 300-mile route.

Expenditures: 40,000 gallons of gasoline and 2,000 
gallons of oil consumed; and an estimated $75,000 
spent by participants, including travel costs to and 
from the take-off site, as well as actual cruise expenses 
for fuel and supplies. . 

An aggregate investment of more than two million 
dollars was represented in the boats, motors, trailers 


and attendant equipment, Berlinsky reported. .Out- 


boards predominated to the extent of 95 per cent; and 
three-fourths of all participating boats were “cruiser 
type” in that they had sleeping accommodations. 
There were 12 motor-powered houseboats. 

What Berlinsky’s figures did not reflect was the 
amount of money spent by boat-owners in preparation 
for the cruise; nor could it reflect the upgrading in 
individual equipment due to the cruise; nor the value

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of Phoenix were called Arizona’s leading op- 

timists. At the height of the state’s worst drouth 
in years their Jones Distributing Co. brought in the 
first carload of outboard motors ever delivered in 
Arizona. The following week they brought in a car- 
load of boats. 

If boating on the desert seems paradoxical take 
another look at your map. South of Arizona lies the 
famed Gulf of California (or Trans Mar de Cortes) , 
long ago labeled by the late Zane Grey as “the world’s 
biggest fish trap.” Into it empties the Colorado River 
— down which cabin cruisers traveled in an 85-muile 
overnight regatta from Blythe, California to near 
Yuma, Arizona on October of this past year. Various 
dams along the Colorado have created lakes border- 
ing Arizona — including Lake Mead, 

Irrigation dams impound waters of sizable im- 
portance in Arizona. Roosevelt, not always with 
enough water due to limited rainfall, is the grand- 
daddy of all reclamation Jakes; it was started in 


[: November, 1956 J. P. and C. W. (Doc) Jones 
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1906 and finished in 1911. Other dams create Apache, 
Canyon, Saguaro and similar lakes. In the mountain 
areas of Northern Arizona streams form lakes, where 
boats without motors are used. 

A number of publications, and not all of them 
primed with local pride, have said that Arizona is 
first in the nation in per capita sales of outboard 
engines and no lower than second in boat sales. 

Jones says he’s not going out on any statistical 
limb but as a five-state distributor for Evinrude meo- 
tors, and also handling boats and trailers, he’s will- 
ing to make a guess. 

“T believe about 100 people handle boats or mo- 
tors or both in Arizona,” he says, “Of these at least 
20 are complete marine stores. On the basis of the 
percentage of business [ think we do, [Pd say there’s 
a gross business of over $4,000,000 a year in marine 
equipment. More than 2,000 motor boats are sold 
every year; Pm sure of that.” 

The Arizona Game and Fish Department backs up 
Jones’ guess. They report that $4,782,840 is spent in 
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Arizona each year for boats.and motors, and another 


$458,443 for boat. and motor rentals, About $22,125,- 


681 is. spent by residents atid nonresidents on fishing 
trips in Arizona; and $2,255,987 is spent on fishing 
in Mexican waters by Arizonans. 

The state’s population is just over 1,100,000; an 
estimated 150 new residents come to Arizona every 
day. The population of the metropolitan area around 
Phoenix, in the Salt River Valley and the state capi- 
tol, is “well over. 300,000. ‘Tucson is the. second-largest 
city, with over 200, 000 in its metropolitan area. 


.While-not-one ‘of ‘the: “heavily -- populated - states, 


Arizona has what is perhaps the nation’s only slick- 
paper, ABC-rated local sportsman’s magazine. Ari- 
zona Wildlife-Sportsman, a monthly published im 
Phoenix, is ably edited by Bill Minette — and is the 
most popular advertising medium for boat builders 
and dealers in the state. They also use newspaper 
classified for ads. | 

“Why is boating so popular in Arizona?” Minette 
asked himself. ‘““Water is scarce, of. course, and boat- 
ing involves long hauls on dry land before the boat- 
er can get his craft in the water. But Arizonans, like 
any western residents, think little of distances that 
would floor a man from Long Island. Boating is a 
way to enjoy our climate. 

“The things that draw people in other parts of the 
nation to boating draw them to it in Arizona, too: 
increased leisure time by workers, and a recreation 
that the whole family can enjoy together.” 

Fishermen used to buy most of the boats sold in

Distances don’t mean much in the West. The Jones 
Distributing Co., for example, has an 1,800-mile ter- 
ritory for Evinrude motors—a 10-mile strip along 
California’s border on the Colorado, all over Arizona, 
Nevada except for the Tahoe-Reno area, Utah, South. 
ern Idaho and Malheur county, Oregon. - 

“When someone tells me about the trouble they 
have demonstrating boats and motors because they’re 
so far from water,” Jones says, “I tell them about 
Dewey Johnson.” 

Johnson lives in Tucson. He’s always been crazy 
about boats, and someone always came along, liked 
his, and paid him more for it than it cost. In 1952 
his wife bought him a 25 hp motor, brought it home 
and sail, “now you buy the boat and let’s go fishing.” 

He couldn’t find a boat in Tucson and started 
writing for literature. 

“The more literature we received, the more I 
thought this would be a nice business to get into,” 
he says. “It took me six months to close up the 
business we were in and really get mto the marine 
business — and I’ve been in it ever since. Our busi- 
ness had doubled since 1954.” 

He handles Evinrude motors, Little Dude trailers, 
Glasspar Fiberglass, Arkansas Traveler, Yellow Jack- 
et molded Honduras mahogany and Ladd-Built boats, 
from 14 to 20-foot models, water ski equipment, and

Where does he demonstrate? At Canyon Lake — 
130 miles-from Tucson. 

“We don’t call it 130 miles,” nf says. “We just say 
it’s a 24-hour drive.” | 

It’s 50 miles — or an hour — to nearest water-from 
Phoenix, except for closer Picasa Lake which is 
small. 

Because portability is such an important factor, 
smaller boats are most popular, from 14 to 17 feet. 
In the Gulf of California a few 14-footers are used 
for shore fishing, but nothmg under 16 feet is used 
by sensible boatmen further’ out, At Cholla Bay on 
the Gulf of California, 170 miles from Phoenix, many 
boating - ‘and fishing enthusiasts exercise a sort of 

“squatter’s right.” They acquire title, after a fashion, 
to a small plot of land, build a shack or install’ a 
beat-up house trailer, and keep their boats and mo- 
tors there. Tucsonans do the same thing, although 
they’re closer. But for most of the state’s boatmen, 
trailers are used except for car-toppers for mountain 
lake use where motors aren’t allowed. 

Because of the year-round sunshine, and summer 
heat, cabin cruisers aren’t so popular, although people 
are beginning to buy more of them. A couple of deal- 
ers in Phoenix say that from 10 to 20% of their boat 
business is now in cabin cruisers, 

There are no real storage facilities in Arizona, 
either at lakes or for rent. In-water storage is avail- 
able at some of the lake resorts, but most people 
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keep their boats in their garages, on trailers and 
ready to roll whenever there’s any leisure time. 


The largest Arizona dealer is ‘probably. Russell H. 
Hollenbeck of Phoenix. Five years ago he ‘bought a 
15-foot cabin cruiser and, as he puts it, “That was it.” 


He got out of his truck agency business as. fast as 
possible and went into boats, He has Hollenbeck 
Marine and Equipment Co. on the, south side of 
town, on a railroad spur, and a store in northeast 
Phoenix called Hollenbeck Marine and Sports Co. 
where fishing, camping and sports equipment are also. 
carried. 


He handles Glasspar, Ackaneae Lnpavelor and 


Champion boats, Johnson motors, Little. ee boat 
trailers, and King Kamp Koaches. 

In March of 1957 he put on his own boat chat for 
eight days, introducing more Phoenicians to- boat- 
ing. He provided free parking, admission, entertain- 
ment as well as all the hotdogs anyone could eat, 
and set up over 40 boats on the Jot. For 1958 he 
plans a 3-day show. “Boat business is still increasing 
in Arizona,” he says. “But the individual dealer’ 8 
business is tapering off, because there are more of us.’ 

Hollenbeck says boating is popular because, as in 
his own family’s case, it’s the one recreation every- 
one in a family enjoys together. 

“Some of us like football, others like baseball, but 
all of us enjoy camping, fishing, picnic and water 
sports — which our boat lets us do together,” Hollen-

beck says. “And [ think cabin cruisers are becoming 
more popular here because everybody dreams of 
sleeping on his boat. We may never do it — but we 
like the idea of being able to do it if we want to.” 

This year the first annual Arizona boat and vaca- 
tion trailer and sports show was held in Phoenix; 
another is planned for 1958. But a recent boat show 
held at a new shopping center, Park Central, out- 
drew the statewide show; literally thousands of 
Phoenicians swarmed to the free boat display, ar- 
ranged on the shopping center’s parking areas. 

The two newest marine stores in the metropolitan 
Phoenix area are Arizona Sportland, opened May 31 
and Mesa Boat Co., which started in business in 
January. 

Mesa Boat Co., 16 miles east of Phoenix, is on the 
way to the lakes, and is owned by Les Kalmbach 
and Joe Fair. They were boating enthusiasts who 
decided to turn their hobby into a business, and are 
making a success of it. They carry Evinrude motors, 
Endura Craft and Aluma Craft boats, and a complete 
marine and fishing supply. Their most popular model 
is a 15-foot runabout, but about 20% of their busi- 
ness is in cabin cruisers, 

W. B. (Bill) Boyer and his wife opened Arizona 
Sportland just at the beginning of summer on the 
desert. Both of them, and their four kids, are boat- 
ing enthusiasts and long dreamed of having a boat

business of their own. Bill is a Phoenician, and was 
formerly an electric company executive. After a Cali- 
fornia “tour of duty” he returned to Phoenix and 
started his complete athletic, fishing, hunting, camp- 
ing equipment and boat and marine store. It’s on 
North Central Avenue, the city’s finest main thor- 
oughfare, and near a popular shopping center. 

He carries Mercury motors, all marine accessories, 
Performer boats, Merline and Chris-Craft kits, water 
skis, and the Nimrod camp trailer. He also has a 
repair shop which he hopes to enlarge. His hand- 
some store may account for his success with cabin 
cruisers; he sells a lot of them. 

There are many attractive marine stores m Ari- 
zona, and some that aren’t so goodlooking, to pro- 
vide good repair service, as well as offering whatever 
boating enthusiasts need. 

But rather surprisingly there are at least three 
successful boat-building outtits in the state, all in 
the Phoenix area. : 

Seth Smith Boat Works is the pioneer firm. Seth 
Smith started building boats in 1921, as a sideline 
to his Mesa welding business. The first one he built 
was a 20-foot metal job powered by a Model T Ford 
engine. In 1935 he moved to Phoenix. Following 
World War II the demand for his boats was so great 
he dropped welding entirely, brought his sons, Ernest 
and Donald, into the firm, and now builds boats 
sold all over the country. 

“We use some plywood,” Smith says. “But most of 
our boats are of aluminum construction. It’s more 
practical in our dry, hot climate and on rough water 
such as we sometimes get in the Gulf of California.” 

At Cholla Bay and Rocky Point on the Gulf of 
California you'll probably find from 25 to 30 Smith 
Craft boats every week-end. About three-fourths of 
his aluminum, 16-footers are bought for use there. 

But rugged Smith Craft boats are popular in other 
parts of the country, too. Walt Disney commissioned 
two special 18-foot single cockpit outboards to use 
in filming the Powell expedition down the Colorado. 
Sales have been made to many different states. 

Smith Boat Works has a complete marine supply 
and equipment store in front of the shop, and an 
Evinrude dealership and repair service. 

George and Virginia Mishey, owners of Mishey 
Boats and Motors, came to Phoenix in 1943, but 
they’re well known in the industry for Mishey-built 
boats from 1930 on, in Cleveland.

REVIEW OF 1957 
MOTORBOAT AND SAILBOAT 
RACING SEASON 


new peak in the United States during 1957 

as more than 35,000,000 persons participated 
in recreational boating, many of them competing in 
organized racing for the first time. Speed records 
tumbled, and new champions were crowned in hun- 
dreds of different classes as waterways large and small 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific were dotted with 
racing buoys. 


Donald Campbell, son of the late Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, spent an unsuccessful summer in New 
York State trying to crack his own world water speed 
record of 225 mph with the jet propelled Bluebird. 
Giving up, he returned to England to make one more 
try this year. On Nov.. 7 he averaged 239.07 mph for 
two one-kilometer runs in opposite directions on 
Lake Coniston to up his old mark by better than 
14 mph, 

This was also the year in which English sailing men 
offered the first challenge for the 106-year-old Ameri- 
ca’s Cup since 1937 and assured a renewal of this 
premier international sailing competition in 1958. 
The British challenger will be the Sceptre, a 70-foot 
12 Metre sloop, while at least four different American 
groups have notified the sponsoring New York Yacht 
Club of their intention to compete in elimination 
trials for the honor of defending. 


The big, unlimited hydroplanes powered with 
gasoline airplane engines turning propellers, had a 
banner year of racing. Hawaii Kai III, given by former 
owner Edgar Kaiser to L. N. “Mike” Welsch and his 
Seattle crewmates on the former Slo-Mo-Shun racing 
team, turned in an amazing record of five straight vic- 
tories in major competition to dominate the class and 
win the Martini & Rossi Trophy for the high point 
championship by almost 1,000 points. Miss Thriftway, 
owned by Willard Rhodes, also Seattle, in her third 
try at the Gold Cup won an untainted victory. How- 
ever, at season’s end both Miss Thriftway and Shanty 
I, the Harmsworth and national high point champion 
in 1956, owned by William T. Waggoner, Phoenix, 
Ariz., and Seattle, had suffered accidents putting them 
permanently out of future competition. | 

A total of 40 of the unlimiteds — capable of speeds 
upward of 150 mph in competition — were registered 
with the American Power Boat Association for racing, 
and half of them scored in the 11 sanctioned races 
for the high point title. To conduct the affairs of 


M OTOR and sail boat racing activity reached a 
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the class, the APBA set up a special Unlimited-Gold 
Cup Racing Commission, and this body came up with 
a mew code of rules approved by the owners and 
drivers. Under the new system, the millions of spec- 
tators that view these races in person or on regional 
and national television programs will find it easier 
to follow the events. 


The Inboard Racing Commission of the APBA 
took a bold step in assigning the national champion- 
ships in four of the most popular limited inboard 
hyaropiane classes to a single regatta. The 266, 225, 
135 and 48 c.i. hydros all competed for class honors 
at Guntersville, Ala., July 20-21 in what is expected 
to be the forerunner of a new system of conducting 
all inboard hydro championships at a single regatta 
and all runabout title events at another. 

Stock outboard jockeys who go in for the gruelling 
marathon racing, with each event covering anywhere 
from 50 to 300 miles, found that their favorite sport 
got a big boost in 1957. The APBA set up a special 
Grand National Marathon Championship for the 
Mennen Trophy for Class DU runabouts, which was 
held during the stock outboard national closed course 
championship regatta at Worcester, Mass., Aug. 21- 
26. Drawing finalists from DU wimners in 16 major 
marathons around the country, this event heralded 
the day when there will be a similar national mara- 
thon title race for all 10 stock outboard classes. 


Of the almost 4,000 racing members of the APBA, 
about 56 percent, or 2,214, were listed as owners or 
drivers of stock outboard rigs. There were also 4,844 
different racing boats registered of which 3,159 were 
stock outboard hydros and runabouts. The most pop- 
ular single motor boat racing class in the nation was 
the BU runabouts with 623 of these rigs listed with 
APBA, closely followed by 603 B stock hydros, The 
“B” motors have a piston displacement range be- 
tween 15 and 20 cubic inches and about 15-20 horse- 
power. 

There were 76] inboard runabouts and hydros on 
the APBA rolls and 924 alcohol-burning racing out- 
board rigs. In all the APBA sanctioned 421 different 
regattas giving the inboards 174 opportunities to 
race, the racing outboards 121 different events and 
the stock outboards 289 closed course races. 


Skippers of inboard cruisers interested in pitting 
their navigational skills against other cruiser men 
had the biggest year of predicted log competition in 
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history. With this activity centered in Long Island 
Sound, Southern California and Florida there were 
a total of 24 predicted log events sanctioned by the 
APBA and many others unsanctioned. For the first 
time since this sport came under the direction of the 
APBA in 1953, the national title was won by a Cali- 
fornian, M. N. Shansby of Los Angeles in his El-Ser- 
Co. Heretofore all national honors had been taken 
by east coast skippers. Shansby won both the Na. 
tional Predicted Log Trophy for compiling the most 
points in sanctioned races and the Herbert L. Stone 
Trophy for points compiled in both sanctioned and 
non-sanctioned events. Runner-up was Dr. Allen B. 
Dumont, Cedar Grove, N. J., with his Hurricane. 

American blue water sailing honors were upheld 
in international competition in 1957 by Richard S. 
Nye, Greenwich, Conn., in his 53-foot yawl Carina. 
Nye won the Transatlantic Race from Newport, R. L., 
to Santander, Spain, defeating six other craft. Then 
a few weeks later he took the perennially rugged 
Fastnet Rock Race down the English Channel and 
through the Irish Sea, defeating two other American 
entries and almost 40 British and European craft in 
a race which had winds well over 70 mph. 





To counteract recent developments in construction 
and design, which were giving many handicap racing 
victories to the beamy, centerboard type craft, sailing 
authorities altered measurement and handicap rules 
in 1957 to give the heavy displacement, deep-keel 
boats a more even opportunity against the “fat 
ducks”. C. Raymond Hunt’s 40-foot sloop Harrier, a 
deep keel boat, proceeded then to win the Annapolis- 
Newport Race and to dominate competition on the 
New York Yacht Club cruise to become the outstand- 
ing competitor in American waters this year. 

George D. O’Day, former intercollegiate dinghy 
champion, who does his sailing out of Marblehead, 
Mass., defeated. the men’s national 1956 champion 
Ted Hood, also of Marblehead, in the eliminations 
and then went on to win the Mallory Trophy for the 
1957 men’s national title. Mrs. Robert Pegel, repre- 
senting the Chicago Yacht Club, skippered her crew 
to a win in the Mrs. Charles Francis Adams Trophy 
competition at Houston, Tex. John Merrifield, repre- 
senting the Pequot Yacht Club of Southport, Conn., 
journeyed to New Orleans, La., to lead his crew to a 
victory in the Sears Bowl series, emblematic of the 
national junior sailing championship.

of John Trumpy & Sons has an ace im the hole. Or 
as one of the salty Trumpy clan expresses it: a second 
good anchor to windward. 

The ace—or anchor, if you please—is Marine 
Sales Co. of Annapolis, Md., a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of John Trumpy & Sons. Its business: the 
sale at retail of small craft, outboards and marine 
supplies. 

The Trumpys’ venture into this field should not 
be taken as a sign that custom yacht building is on 
the way out. Far, far from it, and exhibit A is the 
booming yard which overlooks the Severn River and 
the U.S. Naval Academy. For generations, Annapolis’ 
two major exports have been freshly launched en- 


ed into the custom yacht building business ever

the firm moved to the Chesapeake Bay country from 
New Jersey, there has been added a third and equally 
outstanding -export—Trumpy house boats and 
eruisers. = 

How then, you may ask, did it happen that one of 
the Nation’s two custom yards surviving from the 
golden era of the 1920s decided to go into the retail- 
ing of outboards and small stock runabouts?

The story goes back several years. Ralph Evinrude, 
vice president of Evinrude Motors, stopped by the 
Trumpy yard with his big steel yacht Chanticleer.’ 
John Trumpy, Jr., came aboard for a gam and the 
conversation got around to the Chesapeake Bay. 
Evinrude allowed as how he foresaw a great potential 
for outboarding on the Bay. | 

And with Annapolis the undisputed “capital” of 
the Chesapeake Bay country, surely a retail outlet 
for small craft and a certain well known outboard 
engine would be a natural, Evinrude reasoned. The 
Trumpys— John, his brother Donald and _ their 
father, John, Sr. — obviously bought the Evinrude 
idea, and were in business for the start of the 1956 
boating season.

“But, of course, that was 
before the popularity of the present day outboard. 

“We are still running it as a side line which, of: 
necessity, makes the overhead higher because Donald. 
and-I have to hire people to run it,” John, Jr., stated. 
“%t adds interest to the whole yard. We now ‘cover 
the entire field.” “4

Since 
the Rebel is a one-design class, no major changes will 
be made in this year’s models. However, certain minor 
changes and improvements in fittings are planned.

THE HOUSEBOAT SEEMS to be coming into its own.

JUST A YEAR AFTER A roaring fire destroyed its 
production facilities in the Buckeye city of Sandusky, 
Russell Boats, Inc., moves onto the market with a line 
of seven molded birch plywood outboard boats in three 
hull sizes. 


And, according to Vice President and Sales Manager 
John B. Russell, Jr., the rebuilding job has provided for 
an increase of 100% in production capacity. 


Highlighting the ’58 line are a pair of new 16’ Fish- 
erman models, and they are said to profit — along with 
the other Sandusky boats—from new distinctive side 
panel design, heavier hull engineering and attractive 
style changes. 


As might be expected, the Fisherman duo shares a 
number of features: 17’ 2” gunwale length; 6’ beam; 
35” depth; 60-hp motor capacity; a self-bailing motor 
well cut out for twin engine installation, and a fully- 
floored aft cockpit.

The Deluxe, however, weighs 30 lbs. more than the 
495-lb. standard version and it offers a mahogany frame 
windshield; upholstered Glide-Ride seats, and two-tone 
decking (Swivel deep-sea fishing chairs are optional). 
With the standard model, the owner can count on walk- 
through front seat and can decide on such optional ac- 
cessories as a wraparound windshield and top. 


Similar in motor capacitiy and measurements to the 
Fisherman pair, the 575-lb. Off-Shore 16 is designed for 
all-around family use and therefore stresses safety 
and stability in its deep-seating setup. Complete stow- 
age area for all motor accessories is furnished by an aft 
deck compartment with lift-out backrest, and other sell- 
ing points include two-tone mahogany decks, mahogany 
frame windshield, complete deck hardware and running 
lights and deluxe three-tone hull finish. 


The 15-footers in the Sandusky array are the Skipper 
and the Custom, both of which have 64” beams and 28” 
depths and are rated for 40-hp motors; the Skipper is 
said to be the first production outboard in its size class 
to be engineered from the keel up for efficient front 
seat drive, and the Custom embellishes the basic Skip- 
per hull with such appealing additions as vinyl-uphol- 
stered foam rubber seats and plenty of chrome in trim 
and fittings. 


Also capable of motors up to 40 hp are the Sea Streak 
13 and the Blue Streak 13 (58% beam); the former is 
called ideal for youngsters and skiing and has a 26” 
depth, an inch greater than that of the Blue Streak, the 
two-passenger single-seater dubbed the “Sea-going 
Sportscar” by its makers and pronounced by them 
capable of speeds over 40 mph with the larger motors.

FIVE NEW MODELS and a number of design improve- 
ments ... that’s what Cadillac Marine Co. is spot- 
lighting this year. It is currently introducing its new 
line of aluminum and moided plywood outboards. 


And Cadillac is predicting that its new Bar Harbor 
lapstrake is going to command plenty of attention in 
the boating trade. The Cadillac, Mich. manufacturer 
credits the craft with clean lines, high speed maneuver- 
ability, soft riding and stability of a clinker boat.

More major Cadillac news is its tail-fnned Constel- 
lation. The company is pretty excited about its over-all 
color styling and points to its lowered price tag. Also 
newsworthy, says the Wolverine builder, is that it’s 
been lightened for greater maneuverability than its 
forerunners. Other refinements have been incorporated, 
too, including new fittings. 


And what about Cadillac Coronado? It’s a foot longer 
than the 57 model —a full 15’. It is fully painted, too. 
Its new, deep transom is designed to accommodate long 
shaft motors only, says the firm, adapting it to use with 
higher power motors. 


Another ’58 model making its debut is the Riviera. 
It offers such equipment as a “crash dash,” full color 
styling and a flat floor in the rear compartment.

THE HAWK IS A NEW square-sterned Adirondack 
Guide Boat in Fiberglas. It’s making its trade debut on 
these pages and at New York City’s big National Motor- 
boat Show this month. Allcock Mfg. Co. builds a line of 
these Adirondack Guide Boats in its Ossining, N. Y. 
plant for national distribution. 
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Here’s Allcock’s Hawk, a newcomer to the Adirondack 
Guide Boat fleet, it’s fiberglas. 


These boats have quite a history, too, dating back 
to the early 1800’s, according to Allcock. That’s when 
sportsmen really got interested in fishing some of the 
northern wildernesses of New York State. Now, there’s 
a vast network of rivers and lakes throughout the 
state. So, as the story goes, sportsmen made arrange- 
ments with guides to take them on fishing expeditions. 
The guides required lightweight, easy to handle craft. 
And that is how the Adirondack: Guide Boat came into 
existence — to meet the needs of these fishermen and 
their guides. They were seldom seen outside of the 
Adirondack area, Allcock relates, since the demand 
was sufficient to keep ahead of production in the im- 
mediate area; it used to take 21 days of 12-hour labor 
to build a single boat, says the firm. 


But, back to today’s modern, glass fiber version of 
the wooden Adirondack Guide Boat...and the 
latest Allcock model. The Hawk, like others in the 
line features the use of Urethane foam. It is this sub- 
stance that’s said to make the 136” long Hawk virtually 
unsinkable. In addition, the foam reportedly increases 
the craft’s structural strength and actually seals against 
those pinholes. This substance is produced by Allied 
Chemical & Dye Corp.; it’s based on Nacconate diisocy- 
anates and Plaskon polyesters. It’s foamed in place in 
the bow and under the stern seat. The Hawk is a 
100-pounder, light enough for easy trailering or the 
kind of transportation those out-of-the way places fish- 
ing excursions lead, says the New York State builder. 
The Hawk has a maximum beam of 4244” and is built 
to handle suitable. outboard power. It is leakproof, rot- 
proof and reportedly needs no painting or caulking; 
paint is impregnated during the process and won’t wear 
off, says Allcock. 

Others in the line of Adirondack Guide Boats include 
the 15/10” Swallow and the 13’ Wren, with 42” and 
41” beams respectively. The smaller craft weighs 60 
pounds and the larger one 85. Both lend themselves to 
transporting and portages, says the builder, and feature 
the qualities of the original wooden Adirondack boat. 
The pair is available in a choice of solid standard colors 
— orange, red and green, with special colors available 
as extras. The two are equipped with cane seats and 
cane seat backs are optional as are bow eyes, foot rests 
and oars.

Year. This Solomons, Md. firm has been building Cruis 
Alongs for more than 80 years now, first as M. M. Davis 
& Son, Inc. and now as Cruis Along Boats, Inc. 


Leading this new fleet is the brand new Cruis Along 
Custom 31. It has luxurious cruising accommodations 
for six in two cabins. The 31-footer is mahogany planked 
and features a self bailing cockpit. Cruis Along officials 
built this newcomer with 11’ of beam. The Custom 31 is 
powered with twin 135 hp inboard engines and offers 
a gasoline capacity of 112 gallons. The monel water 
tank holds 40 gallons.

Such new features as a modern, cantilevered hard- 
top that’s said to eliminate supporting rods, the con- 
toured transom with its forward rake and the all-new 
steel hull shape with a clipper bow are evidence Roa- 
mer cites to support the prediction that 1958 styling 
should create a good deal of boating interest during the 
year ahead.

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River Queen 


HAVING LOGGED A SALES mark for 1957 twice 
that of the previous year, River Queen houseboats are 
expected to do at least that well during the new year, 
according to Rolland J. Peterson, president of the River 
Queen Boat Works in Gary, Ind. 

Attributing growing interest in the “lazy living” of 
houseboating to realization by families that convenience 
and economy and roominess are preferable to speed, 
Peterson reveals that a new brick welding shop for the 
jig-welding of the steel hulls has been completed as one 
of a projected series of moves to meet anticipated pro- 
duction schedules. 
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River Queen’s 32’ houseboat has been built for 
lazy living, says firm. 

Powerable by either inboard or outboard motors to 
speeds up to 12 mph, the River Queen is marketed in 
two models: the 32-footer with its 11’ beam and 21’ by 
8’ superstructure and a 24 version which retains the 
11’ beam but features a superstructure measuring 8’ by 
13’. The hull is said to ride low to the water and the 
craft’s roof deck is advertised as ideal for sunbathing 
and fishing. 

Standard furnishings include a folding davenport for 
two; innerspring mattresses; an icebox; fresh water 
system; marine toilet; 16” sink; cabinet and storage 
space; aluminum jalousie windows and sliding forward 
door; a two-burner table-top propane stove; electric 
fixture, and running lights. 

The company president reports that nearly a third 
of River Queen purchasers pick up their craft in Gary 
and pilot them home through interlocking bodies of 
water. “In two weeks,” he adds, “one can reach Florida 
from Gary via the Calumet and Illinois rivers, the 
Mississippi, Mobile Bay and the intracoastal water- 
ways of the Gator State.” 

To emphasize the River Queen’s alleged stability, 
Peterson revealed that a 32’ model rode out the wrath 
of “Hurricane Carrie” in Louisiana last year while other 
craft were ruined... only damage: a lost canvas awn- 
ing.

A DELIVERED PRICE policy is in effect now all over 
the continental United States for the 27’, 31’, and 35’ 
Flagship cruisers manufactured by the Owens Yacht 
Co. of Baltimore, Md. 

Only state and local taxes are added to the cost of the 
restyled Flagships, an Owens official explains, under 
the exclusive distribution plan recently set up. 

Largest of the express cruisers made by the Baltimore 
concern, the “35” looks lower and more rakish along 
the stern because the one-level cockpit has been finished 
with a new taffrail and canvas spray shield and fitted 
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with hawse pipe and cleats; the stern is protected by a 
full-length transom guard rail. 

Powered by twin Flagship Marine 1386-hp engines, 
the “35” sleeps seven in two-cabin privacy and is fur- 
nished with a large galley; lavatory facilities, includ- 
ing dockside shower; spacious storage drawers; com- 
partments, and hanging clothes locker. 

There are two “31’s” —the sedan cruiser powerable 
by the single screw Flagship Marine 200-hp V-8 en- 
gine or twin 100-hp engine, and the express cruiser de- 
riving its motion from twin Flagship Marine 136-hp 
engines with hydraulic reverse gears. 

The express model sleeps six in two cabins, has an 
all‘mahogany central cabin, a spacious galley, and a 
full-headroom lavatory; the one-level cockpit is 
equipped with an aft railing built to the outside of the 
boat, and the forward cabin is lighter and better ven- 
tilated thanks to four new portlights and panoramic 
windows on the front and side and sliding-type side 
windows finished with screens and venetian blinds. 

Carrying a fully-equipped galley and private lava- 
tory, the sedan cruiser—‘“a two-stateroom home 
afloat” — boasts a versatile enclosed main deck cabin 
which serves as a salon with enclosed steering station 
by day and as a bedroom at night.

Both are products of 
Cavalier Boats, new division of Chris-Craft which offers a com- 
plete line of low-cosi runabouis, utilities and- cruisers. 
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The two-sleeper 22’ Cavalier Express has two berths, 
a galley and fully enclosed toilet room.

THE 1958 EGG HARBOR MODEL 30 Sports Cruiser 
is really an improved version of the Egg Harbor City,

ANCARROW MARINE’S sleek, new line of craft will 
make its boat show appearances in full dress this winter. 
The entire line, says the Richmond, Va. builder, in- 
corporates new styling and engineering features. 

The Aquilifier, for instance, has been restyled and 
lengthened to 25’. The 1958 model still carries a pair of 
300 hp engines that Ancarrow promises will move the 
craft at 60 mph; it’s even been clocked at 65, says 
Ancarrow. And every possible safety and “luxury” 
feature’s been thought about as the new version came 
off drawing boards. 





Left to ri ht, these are Ancarrow’s Praetorian, a 19-footer; the 
Patrician, 19’ runabout; the 20’ Gladiator utility, and the 25’ 
Aquilifier, a runabout, The Praetorian is a speedster. 


The 1958 fleet begins with the 20’ Gladiator, a “rug- 
ged, versatile” open-decked utility available in either 
a fishing or passenger model. Some optional extras to 
tickle a fisherman’s fancy are a bolted-down swivel 
chair, a fish tank and a water-supplied live bait tank. 
Extra seats, available at additional cost, convert the 
fishing model to a passenger runabout. Despite its 
rugged construction, says Ancarrow, the Gladiator “up- 
holds the Ancarrow .. . speed.” It’s available with a 
choice of three engine installations, with a top power 
rating of 47 mph. 

Next is the Patrician, a sleek 19-footer with three 
power options and top speeds of 50 mph. The craft is 
a six-passenger runabout with two seats. Like all An- 
carrow Marine craft, this Patrician is upholstered in 
U. S. Naugahyde over synthetic foam with a choice of 
nine patterns in well over a hundred shades.

Listed speeds are given at 55 mph but Ancarrow 
points out that it has been clocked at 60 mph plus over 
a measured course. Its upholstery is available in 15 
modern tones and a range of nearly 200 coordinated 
shades. 

The whole line — from Gladiator to Aquilifier — fea- 
tures, according to Ancarrow Marine, “finest materials 
and construction.” Macoba Marine African mahogany 
(imported from Germany for Ancarrow) is to fashion 
the line. Props are made of Federal Nik-O-Lite and 
shafts are of Monel. All hardware is specially cast. 
Floors are “soft steping, easily washed Dexolium mat- 
ting-covered and seats, of course, are U. S. Naugahyde 
covered fire and mildew-resistant synthetic foam. In- 
strumentation, continues Ancarrow Marine, includes 
a Stewart Warner tachometer, electric temperature 
gauge for each cylinder bank, a fuel level gauge and an 
Airguide water speedometer. The Aquilifier also has 
a White Echo depthometer, individual ignition switches 
and a cigaret lighter. | 

All craft are based on Ancarrow’s concept of “blend- 
ing speed, luxury and safety,” according to the firm.

KEHRIG MFG. CO.’s NEW 32-footer features numerous 
improvements, In line with Kehrig’s policy of “contin- 
uous improvement of one model” as opposed to in- 
troduction of new craft, it announced that this year’s 
all-steel cruiser takes full advantage of new methods, 
materials and equipment. The result, says the Utica, 
Mich. builder, will be seen at this winter’s leading boat 
shows. 








fhis new 32-footer ts really an improved, streamlined version of 
fhe alt-steel Kehrig-Hacker form cruiser of long-standing. 


The 32-footer has a ten foot beam and a draft of two 
feet, six inches, It is all steel, electrically-welded into 
a single integral unit. Two cabins with optional ar- 
rangement for either four or six sleeper accommoda- 
tions are part of the comfort-conveniences Kehrig in- 
cludes. Full cabin carpeting and drapes add _ that 
decorator touch inside, says Kehrig. Twin engines offer 
optional power up to 450 hp for speeds to 36 mph. 
Glass fiber insulation above the waterline and a ven- 
tilating windshield are incorporated to offer cruising 
comfort, too, says Kehrig. Incidentally the craft can be 
fitted with either a molded Fiberglas or Navy top on the 
flying bridge. 

The Kehrig-Hackerform cruiser has Hacker-patented 
Fairline struts and Federal Equipoise Nik-O-Lite pro- 
pellers. Marmac Dynaflex steering gear reportedly 
makes the pilot’s job easier. And there’s an electric 
bilge blower and pump, too. Other features incorpor- 
ated in this year’s cruiser include Morse docking lights 
and a compass, as well as other navigating and operat- 
ing equipment one might expect to find aboard such a 
craft. 

The Kehrig-Hackerform has a monohedron hull de- 
signed by John L. Hacker. The firm says that the hull 
combined with its Fairline underwater unit provides 
level riding and complete control at all speeds. Kehrig 
says smaller wheels can be used since it credits the 
struts which house the shafts with greater efficiency. 
At the same time, the firm points out, shafts and wheels 
are protected and broaching in a following sea is elim- 
inated with resulting control at low speeds. 

Through the unitized construction that locks the hull, 
bulkheads and decks into a single unit of watertight 
compartments, less framing is needed with resulting 
weight reduction, says Kehrig. It also affords more 
useable space inside and “eliminates leaks, joints sub- 
ject to rot and noise.” 

New this year is the use of Di-Noe on the transom and 
cabin sides and for decorative details. This plastic 
takes on a wood-like appearance when it’s applied to 
the steel. Other steel on board is specially coated with 
a rubber base primer. 

Electrolytic corrosion often caused by current flow- 
ing from conductor to conductor is “practically elim- 
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inated,” according to the Wolverine builder; the entire 
boat has just one polarity, Kehrig points out. 

The Kehrig cruiser is fashioned of die-formed sheets 
in the extensively flared bow and other areas boasting 
compound curves. A special high-tensile, copper-bearing 
metal is used throughout. The forward part of the hull 
is fashioned of 11 gauge metal, the after part of 10 
gauge and the cabin and decks of 12 gauge material. 

Recent changes in bulkhead locations have increased 
cabin and engine compartment areas while still main- 
taining full headroom throughout. The increased cabin 
areas permit an even larger galley, more locker space 
and more elaborate fittings in the lavatory, states the 
builder. The large engine compartment permits a wide 
variety of power installations, too, says Kehrig.

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Penn Yan Boats 


THE NEW PENN YAN clinker-built craft are vying for 
attention on the marine market this year. They’re avail- 
able in the 14’ Captivator and the 16’ Sealiner, models 
which have reportedly been standbys for a number of 
years. 





This is one of Penn Yan's 1958 beafs — the 14’ Capttvator, 
powered here with a 40 hp Seott-Aiwater meter. 


Also new from Penn Yan Boats, Inc. are the big 16’ 
Caribbeans. They are wide and deep, says the Penn 
Yan, N. Y¥. builder. The craft have full-skirted tran- 
soms that rise almost vertically from the waterline. 
Fourth in this series is the 18’ Atlantic, also available in 
a variety of models, Like the Caribbean, transom height 
has been raised to 20” with full dry-well available, stern 
deck and stern seat, if required, and ventilating wind- 
shield. 

The Caribbean was introduced last spring in Dread- 
naught Plaston and Triotite construction. Dreadnaught 
Plaston models are, of course, being continued. The 
firm reports that since the Plaston fleet — light, heavy 
and Dreadnaught combined— account for more than 
half of Penn Yan sales this is a “foregone conelusion.”

“far away places.” Trailboats—a 12-footer and three 
13° models— are also lightweight, all ’round craft for 
family cottage or trailer use ... also built by Penn 
Yan Boats. 

The Penn Yan Swift group has been completely 
revamped in line with the requirements of con- 
tinually growing horsepower, according to the New 
York State firm. They are the marine-sports-car mod- 
els of the line and this year feature heavier oak ribs, 
double-strength stringers and redesigned triple transom 
knees bolted through new marine plywood transoms; 
the knees are then lagged to the strings through ad- 
justable shim spacers. The Swift line repeats the 12’ 
and 14’ series, including the Ski-Tow model. A new 13- 
footer is offered in this Swift group this year, boasting 
a wider bull, more depth and weight. It has a sermi-step 
at the stern to permit forward steering. Penn Yan says 
the craft looks modern, fast and capable and is. 

The Triotite line for 58 includes the 14’ Commanders 
and Captivators in a total of eight models, the 16’ Sea- 
liners in eight models, the 16’ Carribbeans and the 18’ 
Atlenties. They can be equipped with various accessor- 
ies and a number of special equipment items, much of 
which is especially designed for them. 

The Dreadnaught Plaston craft, called the “trouble- 
free topliners of the Penn Yan line” by the firm, will 
be stocked in three 14° Commander and Captivator 
models, the 16’ Sealiner in two models, the 16’ Carib- 
bean in two models and the 18’ Atlantic in a pair of 
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models. In addition, according to the Empire State 
builder, all Triotite models can be obtained in Dread- 
naught Plaston on special order. 

Penn Yan dinghies are offered in seven, eight and 
nine foot lightweight Aerodinghies of light Plaston con- 
struction. Eight, nine and ten foot Yachtsman dinghies 
are available, too. Penn Yan canoes are built of heavy 
Plaston and incorporate several models and sizes.

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The 35 hp Shark on the left is the largest in the 1958 line of 
West Bend outboards. tn the center is the firm’s 12 hp Barracuda 
and on the right ts the 6 hp Pike. 


Half the West Bends are 35’s, the vaunted Sharks with 
their ability to push craft to speeds of 39 mph; one with 
a combination of electric starter and Super-Alternator 
fenerator up to 20 amps capacity; another with the elec- 
tric starter and a standard 5-amp generator; a third with 
an electric starter only, and the fourth a manual-starting 
model. 


With standard generator, according to West Bend 
officials, capacity is more than adequate to keep the bat- 
tery fully charged under average operating conditions, 
and the Super-Alternator allegedly does the job under 
even extreme power consumption. 


The Sharks have piston displacement of 41.49 cu. in.;

The de- 
vice, also used on the 78 and 75, is said to provide up to 
60 per cent more miles per gallon when the motors are 
throttled back to cruising speeds. 

The 28 reportedly has the “look of motion” styling and 
slanted design featured on the 1957 Mark 10. It is this 
latter that the firm credits with enabling craft to glide 
over submerged or floating objects. The powerhead, 
incidentally, is tilted to drain off “puddles” of unburned 
gasoline and condensation which form in a motor under 
extended trolling or low speed operation. The Mark 28 
also uses the new propeller hub exhaust outlet, accord- 
ing to Kiekhaefer, which buries exhaust gases and 
noise aft of the boat in the propeller slipstream. To 
further muffie noise in the cockpit, says the firm, the 
front of the motor has been sealed and. the air intake 
relocated at the back of the cowl 

The new Mercurys have the Flo-Torq rmibber-cush- 
ioned clutch, eliminating the need for shear pins. The 
motors also have the shear type rubber suspension and 
one-piece aluminum die cast cylinder blocks. Other line 
features include drop forged connecting rods and drop 
forged alloy steel crankshafts, uni-cast one-piece gear 
housing and safety tilt handles on the cowls. They use 
the vacuum feed fuel system rather than pressurized 
tanks, according to Kiekhaefer.

Evinrude Motors 


EVINRUDE MOTORS has a pair of new V-motors. The 
Milwaukee, Wis. firm says this opens an age of “silent 
outboarding.” The new engineering principle intro- 
duced by the motor maker culminates ten years of 
Evinrude research. 

The new units are both 50 hp, four-cylinder V’s — 
the Starflite and the Four-Fifty. Evinrude engineers say 
these two power units should “fulfill power require- 
ments of larger runabouts, utilities, workboats and 
cruisers.” 

A new principle of quiet adapted to the new V’s has 
also been extended to Evinrude’s 35 hp Lark. The Lark 
incorporates numerous refinements, according to Evin- 
rude. These quiet operating features of the three mo- 
tors are said to stem from the manner in which the 
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motors are mounted and their motor covers sealed. The 
new covers also make spark plugs and carburetor more 
accessible, says the firm.

The complete Evinrude line for *58 numbers 12 mo- 
tors. In addition to the Starflite, the Four-Fifty and 
the Lark, Evinrude brings back its two 35 hp Big Twins, 
each with refinements in both electric-start and rope- 
start versions. 


Improvements have been incorporated in the bal- 
ance of the line which spans a range of from three to 
18 hp. The motors include the three horsepower Light- 
win and its companion the three horsepower Duck- 
twin. It includes the 5.5 hp Fisherman, the 7.5 Fleet- 
win, the ten horsepower Sportwin and the 18 hp Fast- 
win, available in both standard and electric-start mod- 
els. 


Evinrude has upended the V-cylinder block, produc- 
ing a motor that it says is compact and has a low sil- 
houette. In addition, the motor housings completely 
cover such often-exposed instruments as choke and 
speed control knobs. 

The entire line has been styled by Brooks Stevens, 
also of Milwaukee. This year’s line features rich Com- 
modore blue, replacing the traditional Evinrude blue, 
as the predominant color. Evinrude blue is retained as 
trim with Aqua white on most of the new motors; de 
luxe models emphasize the use of greys, white and char- 
coal. 

Newly designed plastic emblems and decals appear 
on all motors in the ’58 line; three-dimensional decals 
are featured on all deluxe models. Evinrude’s equip- 
ment such as Cruis-A-Day fuel tanks, junction and pack- 
ing boxes, remote controls and ammeters has been re- 
designed for the New Year. Long shaft lower units — 
five inches longer than standard — are available for all 
motors in this 58 Evinrude line. This, says the manu- 
facturer, is in keeping with Evinrude’s practice of 
meeting boating’s demands and today’s needs indicate 
the necessity of making longer shaft models available. 

The company’s two-lever remote shift and throttle 
has been refined for ’58, too, through the use of a fric- 
tion brake, designed to eliminate “creep.” The face of 
the control housing has been more highly styled to 
complement the modern styling of the line of motors.

pan, an improved transom plate and generator kits for 
the 50 hp and 35 hp motors.

The 35 is new this year. It was Johnson’s most 
powerful outboard last year, of course, but it’s new in 
most ways. For instance, this new motor -— the Super 
Sea-Horse 35 — is a two-cylinder in-line motor, as 
its predecessors were, true, but it’s been completely 
redesigned. It is an electric-starting unit equipped with 
most of the features found on the Super Sea-Horse 30 
—top of the line — including “super quiet drive” si- 
lencing, key starting, tilt locks, fuel pump, thermostat, 
anti-friction bearings, lifting ring and attachments for 
a generator.

THE LARGEST ENGINE in the Chrysler marine line 
igs the Imperial V-275 horsepower engine which is fol- 
lowed closely by the Imperial V-Special, now rated at 
229 hp. This line is built by the marine engine division 
of the Chrysler Corp. at Trenton, Mich. 

Many features of the Imperial V-275 are standard 
equipment, according to division officials. These in- 
clude full flow oil filter, marine type thermostat, hard- 
ened crankshaft and special valve springs. All gear- 
drive accessories, trimmetal bearings, sodium-cooled 
valves, positive displacement water pump, mechanical

tappets and a splash-proof ignition system are other 
standard features of the 1958 Imperial V-275. The Im- 
perials both feature Chrysler’s hemispherical-designed 
combustion chamber and have 354 cu. in. displacement. 

All of the Chrysler V-8’s include water-jacketed cyl- 
inders, fully enclosed oil lines and centered spark plugs, 
said to enable short flame travel during combustion. 
They feature “deep-breathing” intake and exhaust port- 
ing and overhead and lateral valving with larger and 
wider-space valves. Another V-8 in the line is the Royal 
V-Special which reportedly develops 155 hp at 3,800 


m. 

In addition to its line of 8's, there are four other 
engines in the Chrysler marine line. They include the 
Chrysler Ace, rated at 95 hp at 3,200 rpm; the Ace 
Special, providing 110 hp at 3,600 rpm; the Crown, de 
veloping 125 hp at 3,600 rpm, and the Crown Special, 
which develops 135 hp at 3,600 rpm. 

Many features have been incorporated in this line 
of engines through the years, according to Chrysler, 
each tested in a wide variety of climates throughout 
the world. This latter function is carried out by the 
Chrysler engineering team. 

Some of these features are reduction gears for the 
entire Chrysler line. They are the internal gear and 
pinion type with helical teeth, All gears are mounted on 
large ball bearings with centers adjustable to insure 
proper adjustment and quiet operation. These are 
available in 1.43, 2.04, 2.56, 3.17, or 3.95 to 1 reduction. 
Reduction gears can be supplied to fit practically any 
type of hull with four different mounting positions — 
up, down, leit or right — according to Chrysler’s vice 
president for sales, C. C. Williams. Vee drives are 
available in 1.13, 1.42 or 2.05 to 1 reduction. 

Equipment which is standard on the three V-8’s and 
the Crown Special is the sodium-filled, stellite-faced ex- 
haust valves, said to increase valve life by providing a 
fast transfer of heat from the valves. This feature is 
also available on the Crown model at extra cost. 


An optional single or dual outlet assembly is avail- 
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able for the V-8 engines and a single outlet system is 
included for the in-line six cylinder engines. 

Other features include Chrysler’s system of radio 
shielding, said to help eliminate electrical interference 
for ship-to-sshore communication. Ease of operation is 
provided by optional hydraulic controls that Chrysler 
says offer smooth and easy gear shifting.

British Marine Products 


BRITISH MARINE PRODUCTS, LTD. has its line of 
engines ready for boat show displays that are about to 
begin. Its Enfield diesels are now offered in twin and 
single cylinder models in a choice of sizes. The Port 
Washington, N. Y. firm credits the engines with salt- 
water corrosion-resistance. Enfield engines are air- 
cooled and reportedly lightweight. 

The Enfield Mark III twin cylinder 25 hp diesel is 
recommended for auxiliaries of up to 45’. The engine’s 
twin cylinders are horizontal and opposed and can there- 
fore be installed in spaces having low headroom, says 
British Marine. The Enfield is constructed entirely of 
aluminum and air-cooled by an integral blower. Ex- 
haust air is vented outside the hull through simpie 
ducts. Since its efficiency is reportedly independent of 
changing temperature, the Enfield model is said to op- 
erate “satisfactorily” in extremes of climate.

The engine is started by hand, using a decompression 
system or a 12-volt electric starter which is optional. A 
ten horsepower and 15 hp single cylinder and a 15 hp 
twin cylinder diesel round out the Enfield line. 

British Marine also offers the new Stuart two-cycle 
gasoline engines. This line is recommended by the New 
York firm for powering workboats, fishing craft and 
other “workhorse” applications, says the Eastern firm. 
It now includes an eight horsepower, twin cylinder 
engine, as well as 14% hp and 4 hp single cylinder mod- 
els. The two-cycle, two-cylinder base engine weighs 268 
pounds. 

The new engine uses the iriple-port system for auto- 
matic intake, compression and exhaust operations, ex- 
plains British Marine, and therefore has no valves and 
cams. The company points out that simplicity is achieved 
with a minimum of working parts and resulting reduc- 
tion of wear.

Each of these new engines has a profile height 
of just 1234”, says Palmer, from the center of the crank- 
shaft to the top of the engine. To accomplish this sav- 
ing in height for twin engine boat builders, Palmer 
has inclined two of its standard six-cylinder, overhead 
valve engines to 18° from the horizontal. The port en- 
gine block assembly has been completely reversed, per- 
mitting Palmer to offer twim engines in true pairs and 
opposite rotation, according to officials. Palmer says 
its designed the Spacemaker engines so that manifolds, 
carburetors and other accessory equipment are located 
directly beneath the engine hatch for easy accessibility. 

Palmer is producing the new Spacemakers in 120 hp 
and 135 hp types and although they are built from con- 
ventional International Harvester assemblies, says the 
manufacturer, they present “a radically new appear- 
ance and will be different from other engines.” The 
engines will be mounted in a section of a twin engine 
boat hull at the New York show. 

Palmer’s three conventional six-cylinder engines 
have new cylinder head design. The models 240, 264 and 
308 will be shown with a new, reportedly more efficient 
cylinder head and combustion chamber which is said 
to increase the power of the three units. The overhead 
valves of these three engines are now mounted at an 
angle, They incorporate a special combustion chamber 
shape, says Palmer, which squeezes “every last bit of 
power from the gasoline without use of ultra-high com- 
pression.” Palmer reports that standard grades of gaso- 
line can be used in the trio. 

Another unit that show-goers will see at the Palmer 
booth is the new 12-volt combination starter-generator.

THE IMP IS LEADING Brennan’s line of marine en- 
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gines again for ’58. This 30 hp unit heads a line that 
consists of two fours and several six cylinder engines. 
The Imp has a 50 cu. in. piston displacement; it’s offered 
for all types of small craft in addition to being recom- 
mended by Brennan Motor Mfg. Co. as auxiliary power 
and is supplied in direct and built-in 2:1 reduction 
drive.

It has a pis- 
ton displacement of 308 cu. in. with a compression ratio 
of 7.5:1. The power plant weighs from 800 to 900 pounds 
depending on the equipment included. It’s offered in 
both manual operated reversing gear and clutch as well 
as a hydraulic control type. 

The second of the newcomers is the “power package” 
consisting of the Imp and an outboard stern drive 
that’s said to permit mounting the engine close to the 
transom. This outboard stern drive assembly reportedly 
eliminates shaft log, strut, propeller shaft and rudder 
since it steers with the propeller.

Another model to be 
shown is the Rootes-Lister TSM3GR diesel engine, 
weighing 1,330 pounds and developing 77 bhp at 1,800 
rpm.

The unit measures just 27.3” high and is 
said to be suited for propulsion of all types of craft, par- 
ticularly where conservation of space is an important 
factor.

Their design has been guided, says the Michigan cor- 
poration, by the principle of giving boat owners the ad- 
vantages of modern engineering developments in the 
internal combustion field. 

A new precision fuel induction system has been de- 
signed to provide greater fuel economy and produce 
more usable power. The company explains that this 
system has twin carburetors which meter the fuel pre- 
cisely and mix it with air in exact proportions. This 
mixture is said to flow freely through new, enlarged 
passages directly to the combustion chambers. 

The company also introduced a new ignition wiring 
harness said to increase the effectiveness of the ig- 
nition system and tending to eliminate the possibility 
of cross firing which can rob the engine of efficiency. 
New oil filters are introduced on 1958 engines. They 
are the full flow type and reportedly have a capacity in 
excess of normal requirements. Coupled with this 
feature is Dearborn’s newly designed oil cooler, said 
to provide cooling of both engine and transmission oils 
using ambient water, promoting longer life of bearing 
surfaces and better overall performance to the engines. 

Fifth of Dearborn’s improvements is the Dearbomatic 
transmission with 1958 refinements. Interceptor owners 
this year can have a choice of three hydraulic trans- 
missions and reverse gears. The 58 Dearbomatic trans- 
mission incorporates new Warner Velvet drive embody- 
ing independent forward and reverse self-adjusting 
elutches as well as the newly designed Paragon unit. 
These transmissions can be installed at the factory. 
Opposite rotation engines that are said to produce full 
horsepower at the wheel are also available. 

Including the new-this-year 150 hp unit, Dearborn’s 
line offers horsepower choices of 125, 150, 165, 185 and 
215. The newcomer measures 26%” long, 2634” wide 
and is only 1644” above the crankshaft line and 10” 
below, providing a compactness and low silhouette, ac- 
cording to the manufacturer. 

Like all Interceptor models, the carburetion system is 
enclosed with the Vee of cylinders. All raw fuel and 
vapors are said to be confined within and consumed 
by this carburetion system. Twelve volt ignition, all- 
weather automatic chokes, fully enclosed starter, gen- 
erator and flywheel and access for normal service re- 
quirements from the top side are other features cited 
for the engine by Dearborn Marine. 

Interceptor mountings are aircraft type, especially 
designed to hold noise to a minimum. They are said 
to be cushioned and easily aligned. The manufacturer 
states that Interceptors deliver maximum wheel turn- 
ing thrust at regular, normal driving speeds. Each en- 
gine, Dearborn Marine points out, is tested before it 
leaves the Royal Oak plant.

It works like this: The engine 
is in the boat; the drive is outside. This compact unit is 
engineered to produce up to 70 hp, says Norseman of- 
ficials.

The engine is directly coupled to the outboard drive 
through the transom without placing stress on the 
transom, the firm explains. The reversing mechanism 
is built in, providing forward, positive, neutral and re- 
verse. Installation, says Klieforth, is simplified, since 
no keel bore is required and there are no alignment 
problems. The new unit does not use conventional in- 
board propeller shafts, stuffing boxes, struts or, rud- 
der assemblies. The craft is steered by the outboard 
drive, not by a rudder. 

The Outboard Z-Drive is a four-cylinder, four-cycle, 
water-cooled unit with a reported gas consumption of 
less than four gallons an hour. No mixing of gasoline 
and oi] is required to operate this new unit. The Z-Drive 
unit has a 140 cu. in. piston displacement, said to pro- 
vide plenty of torque, giving more power for towing 
water skiers of driving family cruisers. Norseman Out- 
board Z-Drive has push-button electric starting as 
standard equipment with a built-in generating system 
for boat lights and other electrical equipment. Opposite 
rotation models are available for twin installations. 

Two V-drive engines have been added to the 
Norseman Marine line. They’re the 155 hp Knight and 
the 105 hp Bullet; both are now available with unitized 
V-Drive, says Norseman. They are designed to provide 
more living space on board, reduce cabin noise and 
provide greater safety, say Norseman engineers.

Next in the line is the 130 hp Tarpon, with either 
direct or reduction drive and hydraulic or manual re- 
versing gears.

Seaprene Is A New Elastic 
Boat Covering Material 


SEAPRENE — A NEW elastic boat covering — will 
be introduced at the forthcoming New York boat show. 
Seaprene is a specially manufactured sheet of chloro- 
prene — a synthetic rubber — said to have the char- 
acteristics required of a boat covering. It’s a product of 
H. A. Calahan, Inc. of Mamaroneck, N. Y. 

Seaprene is bonded to the boat with a special binder 
said to take on the characteristics of the covering it- 
self. According to Calahan, the covering stretches with 
“tearing strains.” The elasticity of the binder cushions 
strains, according to the firm. Calahan notes the kind 
of questions with which the firm has been confronted 
— Will this material work with the boat? Will it 
stretch over the seams when the boat is dried out in 
the water or when hot sun shrinks the deck? What 
happens when the boat swells again? Here’s Calahan’s 
answer: 

“The elasticity and elastic ‘memory’ of Seaprene are 
such that no trouble need be anticipated from these 
causes. Calahan adds that “the basic material used 
in Seaprene has been used under water for 15 years 
and has been exposed to all destructive elements to 
which a craft is exposed above and below water. Cala- 
han reports that Seaprene passed these tests. 
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The company points out that Seaprene has no “crit- 
ical limitations” of temperature of humidity and that 
working time runs up to six hours, time in which to 
apply the sheets after both sheets and surfaces have 
been prepared. 

One advantage Calahan cites for the Seaprene is that 
when the binder its applied to the boat and to Sea- 
prene, it will stick to “anything.” However, after about 
an hour the binder reportedly won’t stick to anything 
except itself — not hands, face, clothing or even to 
other Seaprene. 

mince Seaprene is new and has a history and re- 
portedly has numerous characteristics attributed to it, 
Calahan will explain and demonstrate these at the 
boat show. The new material will be marketed in a 
kit type of package, including proper amounts of ma- 
terials needed. Calahan is marketing this new product 
in addition to Celastic, which it has been selling for 
five years. The company will also show its Chilled 
Varnish at the exposition. 

This is the finish which is chilled in a bucket of ice 
just before and during application. Why use this 
method? According to Calahan, chilling retards the 
formation of skin, allowing the varnish to dry from 
the inside out to provide a long lasting finish. Calahan 
says the varnish can be applied in any condition of 
temperature or humidity to a dry surface, provided it 
is not raining or snowing or in other conditions of dense 
precipitation,

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duced to a small trickle-charge to keep them at full 
charge. The manufacturer points out that the charger 
circuit may safely be left in operation for long periods 
of time without battery damage. Stickell recommends 
leaving the batteries aboard for the duration of the win- 
ter with the converter-charger in operation since fully- 
charged batteries do not freeze. According to the com- 
pany, the cost of operating the charger this way as rec- 
ommended is negligible. 

Battery life is extended, say company spokesmen, 
by the use of the converter-charger since the batteries 
are not used while at dock.

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Sudbury Laboratory's New Water Stripper 
Is Designed To Remove Water From Fuel Tanks 


NEWLY OFFERED BY Sudbury Laboratory is a trans- 
parent water stripper to remove water from fuel tanks. 
The South Sudbury, Mass., company says the new prod- 
uct prevents damage to strainers, filters, injectors and 
engines caused by a semi-sulphuric acid which forms 
when water is present in the fuel tank. 

Condensation is caused by atmospheric temperature 
changes, explains the company, and the fuel can lit- 
erally become “loaded” with water. The new water 
stripper is designed to remove the water before dam- 
age is done. 

The unit is designed as 
a double-action separator. 
Here’s how Sudbury ex- 
plains the process: First, 
water and impurities are 
decanted from the fuel 
because the large cylin- 
der of the stripper re 
duces the velocity of the 
fuel and acts as a settling 
chamber. Flow of fuel 
through the unit is di- 
rected so that most of the 
water and impurities set- 
tle to the bottom of the 
cylinder. Second, the fuel 
is forced through a cham- 
ois-like filter paper and 
plastic screen, removing 
Sudbury’s new water stripper, the remaining water. Ac- 

| tually, says Sudbury, the 
water stripper provides a pre-filtering of the fuel so that 
most impurities as well as water are removed. 

The unit is made of transparent lucite. This permits 
the operator to see at a glance how much water has been 
removed and whether or not the filter-chamois needs 
replacing. The filter-chamois paper and plastic screen 
are easily removed for cleaning or replacing without 
disturbing the unit, says the company. 

Two basic sizes of the Sudbury water stripper are 
made. Model A is rated at a capacity of 20 gallons of 
light fuel oil per hour, and Model B is rated for 50 gal- 
lons. Other capacities are available on special order, 
points out the firm.

FOUR NEW PRODUCTS join the line of merchandise 
manufactured by Allan Marine, Inc., Hicksville, N.Y. 

A new deep dish outboard steering wheel features 
side grips that offer pleasing style and comfortable con- 
trol of the boat as well. Nylon bushings in the housing 
“prevent seizing of the wheel, giving safety, smooth 
performance and pleasure,” says Allan. 

The new steering wheel has a 15” ring and is easily 
mounted with three threaded studs, nuts and washers. 
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A safety lock nut is included with the wheel which is 
ready to install. Complete instruction for assembly and 
mounting aid the boat skipper. A choice of mounting 
angles is offered: 20°, 35° and 90°.

Allan says all parts are plated to resist the effects 
of salt water. The new wheel housing is finished in 
gleaming chrome. Boat owners can choose their wheels 
from a selection of seven colors: ivory, red, black, 
Johnson bronze, Evinrude blue, Mercury green and 
Johnson green. The wheels come packaged one to a 
carton. 

Another of the New York firm’s new product intro- 
ductions for ’58 is its Jet bilge pump. Switch operated, 
this pump has been designed by Allan engineers to be 
“tough and rugged.” | 

A 1/20th hp motor operates this pump which is 
completely rubber sealed. The bilge pump contains a 
four vane 34” impeller and a stainless steel shaft. Pump- 
ing capacity is 750 gallons per hour at a one foot head. 

The eight inch pump comes with a six volt motor or 
a twelve volt motor. Operation is reportedly quiet. All 
parts carry.a 90 day guarantee. Allan indicates that re- 
placement parts and motors are available from the fac- 
tory at all times. 


For skippers who want to house their electric starting 


outboard motor batteries in an attractive case, Allan’s 


new Sea Dri battery case answers the problem. It is de- 


signed to accommodate a six or 12 volt battery. 

Reinforced Fiberglas forms the acid-proof, oil-proof and 
water-proof case. The battery box will keep the battery 
clean and dry at all times, says Allan, thus assuring top 
efficiency of the electrical unit. 

“The Sea Dri battery box is an excellent carrying case 
when the battery is to be taken ashore for recharging 
or winter storage,” points out the concern. “No acid can 
spoil the owner’s clothes or spill in his boat.” 

The box comes complete with web hold down strap 
and carrying handle combination. Two hold down eyes 
which fasten to the boat also are included. Three colors 
are offered: white and turquoise, white and red and 
white and mahogany. The Sea Dri is not affected by 
weather. Six are packed to a case. 

An item most every boatman wishes for at one time 
or another is a windshield wiper to clear his vision.

New TUPH Cruiser Blocks Are Added 
To British Marine's Expanded Line 


THE NEWEST ADDITION to the TUPHblox line is a 
series of linen-laminated sailboat blocks and _ fittings 
for ocean-going sailboats .. . the TUPH Cruiser Blocks. 


TUPHblox and TUPHfittings were introduced into 
the American market some years ago by British Marine 
Products, Ltd. of Port Washington, N.Y. The firm 
credits the lines with light weight, strength and smooth, 
fast action. The new Cruiser Blocks are designed to fill 
the needs of ocean-racing sailboats, auxiliary cruisers 
and motor sailers, according to the Eastern company. 
Metal parts, the firm points out, are machined from 
quality drawn brass and chrome-plated; no castings are 
reportedly used. The eyes, British Marine continues, 
will accomodate the bodies of large shackles, compa- 
rable in strength to the blocks. Cheeks and sheaves are 
made from laminated linen and plastic. Rope sizes of 
up to two inches can be used. 





Here are some of the items in the ’58 TUPHblox line: 1) auto- 
matic batiler, designed for sailboats; 2) a couple of erutser blocks 
for ocean*racing sailboats, auxiliary cruisers, etc., and 3) minia- 
ture jambing cleats, The one on the right is fitted with a fairlead. 


A couple of other new TUPHblox fittings just intro- 
duced at Port Washington are sail battens that are 
made to order in sizes up to 3” x 48”, and a Lazy 
Block with pivoting bullseye that can be set at any 
angle, according to British Marine. 

Other items in the 1958 TUPHblox line include the 
Miniature jambing cleat for small sailboats including 
the Blue Jay class, swivel-action jambing cleats for 
mounting on the keelson or centerboard trunk of racing 
boats, worm-type roller reefing gear for mainsails up 
to 190 sq. ft. and fairleads. The company also markets 
single and multiple blocks for halliards and sheets. All 
metal parts of these fittings, says British Marine, are 
either stainless steel or chromed brass. 


One other product that British Marine executives 
are talking about is the 1958 version of the TUPH auto- 
matic bailer. It’s especially designed for use on board 
sailboats, according to the company, but also recom- 
mended as a drain plug for dinghies. 


The 758 model is designed for safe operation, even at 
low operating speeds, says the firm. It makes it pos- 
sible to pump a boat dry without any manual work, the 
company further points out. The unit features a 
patented valve action operated by a laminated handle 
atop the fitting. With a simple twist and push downward, 
explains the New York firm, the bailer is placed in op- 
eration, the forward movement of the boat drawing 
bilge water out. After bailing, the handle is returned 
to closed position and the hull opening closed by a 
rubber valve-type washer. When the bailer is closed 
the bottom of the boat is said to be smooth. The valve 
action is designed to prevent siphoning or leaking back.

Marine Trade Equipment Is Another 
Line Handled By the Maker Of Gators 


MOST DEALERS are probably aware of the wide boat 
trailer line that bears the Gator signature. But, Peter- 
son Bros., who produces this line for boating fans also 
has a wide selection of marine trade equipment. The 
Jacksonville, Fla. company tells all about it in a four- 
page brochure that’s hole-punched for loose leaf filing. 

In this brochure, dealers, boat manufacturers, jobbers 
and distributors — anyone in the marine trade — will 
find illustrated descriptions of this line. They’ll find 
prices and specifications for boat transport trailers, 
boat display racks and carts, trailer stand and pull dolly. 
They’ll get shipping information and an explanation of 
warranties that accompany these items. Then, too there 
are shop items with the Gator trademark. There is a 
test tank and motor storage and repair stands. 

Take an individual model. . . it’s Model 805. This 
transport trailer is designed to transport six runabouts 
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up to 16’ long. Each boat, says Peterson Bros., is cradled 
in fully-adjustable supports. The frame is fashioned of 
three-inch channel-iron and has heavy angle-iron cross 
members, It’s trussed with steel tubing and arc-welded 
for extra strength, says the Florida frm. Two non-sway 
Linco axles are used, too. Standard equipment includes 
fully wired stop, directional and clearance lights, a 
tongue jack and fenders. Among its specifications are 
its 31’ 6” overall length, 11’ 2” height and 7’ 11” width. 
Model 804, says Gator, is identical in frame construc- 
tion and measurements. However, the superstructure 
is designed for “maximum carrying capacity of nested 
hulls.” Optional equipment is available and listed. 
There are a total of six boat transport trailers, all 
bearing the Gator name. One is a base frame for those 
who want to install their own racks; another is a multi- 
ple-hull hauling unit that can be towed by station wagon 
or light pick-up truck, The line also includes custom- 
constructed trailers, built to customers’ specifications. 
Last of the line is the Double Decker which is really a 
superstructure for converting a standard trailer to a 
two-boat carrier for pick-up and delivery purposes. 
Construction features of display racks, boat carts and 
other trade items that are Peterson-produced are all 
included in the brochure. So, too, is the warranty 
“against defects in material and workmanship for 120 
days from the date of purchase.”

New Lightweight Engine Silencers 

Are Being Tested By Maxim Silencer 

BOAT ENGINE SILENCERS MADE of corrosion re- 
sistant, lightweight titanium may become a standard 
market item, based on results of tests currently being 
conducted by the Maxim Silencer Co. 

The Hartford, Conn.. firm has already built two ex- 
perimental titanium silencers to be tested aboard a twin- 
diesel powered vessel. 

If these tests are satis- 
factory — Maxim fully 
expects them to be — the 
titanium silencers will re- 
duce boat weight sub- 
stantially and increase 
resistance to corrosion. 
Corrosion tests have 
shown that titanium cor- 
rodes at a negligible rate 
of .001” in 1,250 years in 
sea water flowing at a 
rate of three feet per 
second. 

Maxim’s experimental 
silencers which are 3534” 
long and nine inches in 
outside diameter, with an 
exhaust tube diameter of 
five inches, weigh only 
20 pounds each. Similar 
silencers fabricated from conventional materials weigh 
from 47 to 85 pounds, depending on the material used. 
Thus, 54 to 130 pounds would be saved by using titanium 
silencers on a two-engine boat. 

The Maxim silencers are made of Rem-Cru A-55 
titanium furnished by Rem-Cru Titanium, Inc., of Mid- 
land, Pa. They are cooled by the sea or river water after 
it is drawn from outside the boat and passed through 
the engine cooling system. Titanium has been found to 
be unusually resistant to these severely corrosive con- 
ditions Maxim points out.

J-W Sniffers Guard Against 
Buildup Of Explosive Vapors 


J-W SNIFFERS ARE available to the marine trade once 
again in 1958. These are the gas detectors devised to 
warn of buildup of explosive gasoline or butane vapors 
in boats’ bilges. They are manufactured by Johnson- 
Williams, Inc. of Palo Alto, Calif. 
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Here’s J-W Sniffer MB-50. 


“Every boat that carries an engine in a confined 
space,” J-W officials point out, “carries a powerful ex- 
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plosion potential.” The Sniffer is designed to stand on 
guard, to prevent loss of property or personal injury 
that results from these explosive fires. 

The Sniffer has a “sensing element” that’s placed in 
the engine compartment where heavier-than-air vapors 
might accumulate. The control panel and indicating 
meter are normally placed near the helm where they 
can easily be observed. The electrical connection be- 
tween the “sensing element” and the meter is a heavy- 
duty neoprene-jacketed cable. Corrosion-resistant ma- 
terials, according to the California company, are used 
throughout. 

Another Sniffer safety feature is the interlock, said 
to prevent the engine from being started until the Snif- 
fer has been turned on and the condition of the bilges 


checked. There are also an automatic warning light and 


a buzzer alarm; these can be installed as accessories. 
Gas detectors for boats, according to Johnson-Wil- 
liams, have been in use since about 1939. The firm re- 
ports that growing sales reflect the importance boat 
owners are placing on the prevention of explosive situa- 
tions that could mean disaster. J-W marine units are 
available to the trade in several models, types and sizes, 
all of which can be seen at the forthcoming New York 
National Motor Boat Show in New York City’s 
Coliseum.

The largest 
fire in the history of Little Rock, Ark., completely de- 
stroyed the factory, machinery, inventory and tools 
that thus far had produced over 50,000 boats. At the 
time of the fire the Little Rock plant was working two 
shifts in a number of departments building against the 
largest back order file in the company’s history. The 
fire forced cancellations of over $250,000 in orders 
for the widely advertised Bowman X-22 boat alone, plus 
cancellations in sizable amounts of a number of other 
popular Bowman models.

The fire loss of $750,000 plus another $300,000 
already spent in advertising, publicity and promotion 
was a crippling blow, but not so severe that it killed the 
desire to rebuild manufacturing facilities and to recoup 
losses. Immediately after the fire Bowman management 
set about acquiring contract manufacturing to keep 
Bowman accounts supplied with at least their basic 
needs. 

Inasmuch as the Little Rock plant was completely 
destroyed Bowman started as quickly as possible an 
intensive survey to find the most advantageous location 
for a boat manufacturing factory. Final decision was 
made the latter part of May to locate at Lake Provi- 
dence, La. This location is only 160 miles from Little 
Rock and is directly on the bank of a seven mile blue 
water lake with a main line railroad and a national 
North-South Highway bordering the property.

LOUIS J. RUMAGGI has been promoted to Major Gen- 
eral of the U.S. Army. His wife pinned the twin stars on 
the Major General during informal ceremonies in the 
Chicago, IIl. offices of the U. S. Army Engineer Division 
recently. Gen. Rumaggi became division engineer last 
July. His promotion was announced by the Department 
of the Army Special Order No. 214, dated Oct. 31, 1957.

The second day of the meeting, distributors were 
given an opportunityy to see the new West Bend motors 
in action out at Big Cedar Lake, near West Bend; they 
piloted the craft themselves, testing the performance 
of different boat-motor combinations. West Bend officials 
also spoke about the company’s plans for an expanded 
sales promotion and advertising program which will in- 
clude both national and international coverage, accord- 
ing to the spokesmen.

cording to Morrison. 

The present two-shift capacity of 60 hulls per day is 
expected to be adequate for 1958 demands, reveals the 
executive. However, he says expansion plans for 
1959 production are already underway. 

Founded in 1955, Molded Fiber Glass Boat Co. pro- 
duced its first complete boats that November. Sales for 
1957 were about 5,000 15’ boats. Morrison’s 1958 sales 
estimate is for 6,000 15-footers and 5,000 1214-footers. 

The president gives much of the credit for the fast 
success of MFG boats “to the economical mass produc- 


tion methods employed in the Molded Fiber Glass 


plants. Because tough, uniformly high quality hulls can 
be produced quickly and efficiently in the Company’s 
matched metal dies, high quality MFG boats can be 
made fast and economically.”

For Sav-A-Life Industries Merchandise 


BEGINNING ITS SECOND DECADE of operation, 
H. N. Gilman & Associates, Inc., has been named na- 
tional sales office for the marine wares being turned 
out by the newly-formed Sav-A-Life Industries, Inc., 
subsidiary of the Land-O-Nod Mfg. Co. of Minneapolis, 
Minn. 

The Gilman corporation is also a Minneapolis enter- 
prise and during its first 10 years served as national 
sales office for the Stearns Mfg. Co. of St. Cloud, Minn. 
That setup has been terminated by mutual agreement, 
President H. N. Gilman reveals. 

The Land-O-Nod organization, headed by Harry 
Olson, has logged nearly 100 years in making bedding 
and mattresses and now has instituted the Sav-A-Life 
line of marine cushions, life vests, sleeping bags, etc. 

Furthermore, a separate department for the ex- 
clusive manufacture of custom cushions, back rests, 
and boat equipment has been set up, the parent com- 
pany points out. 

Allegedly completed in record time, the Sav-A-Life 
line of Coast Guard-approved items includes jackets 
fashioned for persons of all ages and made variously 
of U. S. Rubber’s “Ensolite” product and Kapok-filled 
bags for increased buoyancy. 

Other articles in the line include cushions — running 
in price from the red or blue Leader through the olive 
drab Tuffy to the vinyl-and-Kapok Cruiser model in 
red, blue, green, or yellow; the 40z. Swim-Buoy, “a 
proven way to teach swimming safely to youngsters;” 
two classes of motor hoods in four separate sizes each, 
and three models of rubberized hair cushions for 
cruisers and runabouts. 

Gilman is also national sales office for the Ski-Vu 
panoramic vision boat mirror produced by Roger H. 
David; the 9-Ilb. mirror, of chrome-plated metal, al- 
legedly protects against needless skiing accidents by 
permitting the boat driver clear 170° vision to the rear 
and both sides of his craft. 

According to its president, Gilman will continue 
its policy of exhibiting at the National Sporting Goods 
association meet, the Chicago Boat Show, and certain 
other regional events across the country. 


Surface Coating Will Give Away Lord Nelson 
At The New York National Boat Show In Jan. 


SURFACE COATING ENGINEERS, INC., Newark, 
N. J., says it’s going to top even the giveaway shows at 
the New York Boat Show this year. The firm’s officers 
are going to give away Lord Nelson who is honorary 
executive vice president and secondary director of 
sales. 

Sounds unlikely, doesn’t it? Actually, Lord Nelson 
is a handsome, intelligent, trained Wooley monkey, a 
breed still quite rare in this country. The winsome little 
fellow has entertained at boat shows promoting Vinylon 
Marine Finishes. 

Together with his living cage, a traveling carrier and 
his wardrobe, the monkey is valued at well over $500 
by the company. He himself will draw the winning card 
on the last day of the boat show, January 26, and then 
he will pack his suitcase and go to his new home.

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—33 Percent Of Outboard Boats Sold In 1957 
Are Aluminum, Alcoa Survey Shows 


WHEN FINAL 1957 OUTBOARD boat sales figures are 
in, they will show that at least 33 percent of the boats 
were made of aluminum, according to a survey recent- 
ly released by the Aluminum Company of America. 

Aleoa estimates that small boat (Alcoa designates 
that an outboard boat is any craft ranging between 6 
feet and 25 feet in length and includes dinghies and 
prams, canoes, car-toppers, utilities, runabouts, day 
cruisers and cruisers, which may be powered by out- 
board motors) sales for 1957 will reach 460,000 units, 
a 15 percent increase over the previous year and that 
152,000 or 33 percent, will be aluminum hulls. This 
compares with a 1956 figure of 400,000 boats of which 
32 percent were aluminum, 22 percent plastic and 46 
percent varying types of wooden construction, the sur- 
vey indicates. 

By 1961 the market for aluminum outboard boats will 
reach 210,500 units, a 63 percent increase over 1956, 
Alcoa claims. They point to such developments as im- 
proved welding techniques, resin bonding and better 
placement of seams which will make advanced styling 
in aluminum much easier. 

Noting that 180,000 units, or 45 percent of all out- 
board boats sold in the U. S. in 1956, were distributed 
in Minnesota, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Wis- 
consin, Alcoa claims that 46 percent of this regional 
total were aluminum boats. The remaining 54 percent 
were divided evenly between wood and plastic, the 
Survey states. 

Outboard Marine's Pioneer Saws 
Now 16% Cheaper In United States 


THE PARENT CONCERN’S “vast raw material pur- 
chasing and highly developed manufacturing methods” 
has made possible a 16% reduction in the retail price 
of Pioneer gasoline-powered chain saws, in the words 
of Frank S. Fenton, manager of the Pioneer Saws 
division of the Outboard Marine Corp. of Waukegan, 
Illinois. 

The price reduction, effective in the United States 
only, is described by Fenton as “one of a series of 
planned steps in Pioneer’s continuing production and 
merchandising program to price chain saws more com- 
petitively in a direct appeal to the casual market.” 

Slated to begin production operations next year, a 
new $2,000,000 manufacturing plant is being built for 
Pioneer in Waukegan; it will, Fenton promises, em- 
ploy up-to-date production techniques used by the 
parent firm. 

Helping to effect the price slash, Fenton continues, 
was the acquisition by Outboard Marine in 1956 of 
Industrial Engineering Ltd., in Vancouver, B. C., Can- 
ada’s largest producer of chain saws. 

Other factors, he concluded, are a high-budget na- 
tional advertising campaign and a national factory-di- 
rect dealer and service organization; Pioneer’s dealer 
network numbers more than 1,000, according to com- 
pany records. 

In addition to the Pioneer division, which is building 
toward a model for every use in its chain saw line, 
Outboard Marine divisions include Evinrude Motors of 
Milwaukee; Johnson Motors of Waukegan; Lawn-Boy 
of Lamar, Mo., and Gale Products, Galesburg, III. 

Subsidiaries, besides the Vancouver chain-saw 
branch, are: Outboard Marine of Canada Ltd., Peter- 
borough, Ont.; Outboard Marine International S. A., 
Nassau, B. W. I.; Outboard Marine Belgium S. A. in 
Bruges, and Cushman Motor Works, Inc., in Lincoln, 
Nebraska.

American Industry Shows Its Confidence 
In Port Of Antwerp By Making Investments 


THE MODERNIZATION AND industrialization pro- 
gram of the Port of Antwerp, Belgium, will realize an 
investment by 1965 of more than a quarter of a billion 
dollars since the end of World War II, according to a 
speech by Carl Le Bon, alderman of the Port of Ant- 
werp. | 

In his address before the Belgium Chamber of Com- 
merce in the United States in New York, Le Bon ex- 
plained that “180 million dollars of the quarter-billion 
total has already been invested jointly by the Belgium 
government, the Port Authority and private industry. 
By 1965 the Belgium government will invest another 84 
million dollars.” 

According to the alderman, much of the private in- 
vestment in the project has been done by oil compa- 
nies, such as Esso-Standard, and by Ford Motor Co. and 
General Motors automobile assembly plants. He stated 
that “This signifies the confidence which American in- 
dustry has in Antwerp as one of the most favorable and 
efficient gateways to Western Europe.”

Englehard's Floating Laboratory 
Carries Electrical Test Devices 


BUILT BY PLEASURE-CRAFT, INC., of North Arling- 
ton, N. J., and launched recently in Newark Bay, a 
specially-built floating laboratory named the “Capac” 
carries 1,200 Ibs. of electrical test equipment and is be- 
ing used for corrosion research by its owner, Charles 
Engelhard, Inc. 

The corporation designs and manufactures precision 
equipment for several industries, and the name of the 
23’ twin-engine craft is registered as a trademark and 
is short for “cathodic protection — automatic control’, 
its new electrical anti-corrosion system for U. S. Navy 
and commercial shipping use. 

Designed by Pleasure-Craft president, Michael C. 
Barile, the additionally framed and battened hull — 
permanently sealed against leakage—has a_ semi- 
round bottom with clipper bow and full flare for easy, 
pound-free riding. Wide beams and a deep skeg assert- 
edly cut down rolling. 

Into the hull have reportedly been built 32 separate 
flush electrical connections so that a similar number of 
specimen metal plates bolted to the bottom may be 
maintained at preset electrical potentials with respect 
to a platinum anode mounted on the hull which 
“throws” current over the plates to protect them from 
corrosion. Also mounted on the hull is a silver-chloride 
reference cell which helps adjust electrical current to 
underwater conditions. tdi 

Each propeller shaft is said to be electrically-isolated 
from its 75-hp Graymarine engine by insulated bear- 
ings but can be tied into the “Capac” system via a 
slipspring. Thus company engineers can allegedly com- 
pare corrosion effects on unprotected as against “Capac” 
protected props. 

The vessel is said to be capable of speeds to 33 mph 
with the equipment, which is continuously operating in- 
side the cabin and provided with steady 110-volt current 
by a special motor generator. 

Frequent drydocking permits changing of sample 
plates and photomicrography of the old plates to check 
their deterioration resistance. Englehard engineers 
opine it would take them a year to collect similar data 
by observing large ocean-going vessels between voy-

ROUNDING OUT ITS FOURTH DECADE of service 
to the folks of the “land down under,” Clae Engine 
Pty. Ltd. manufactures a sizable line of gasoline and 
Diesel marine engines and holds down the GM Detroit 
Diesel engine distributorship for New South Wales. 

Occupying 10,000 sq. ft. of space in Bankstown, 
N.S.W., the concern maintains complete service fa- 
cilities and its engine output is in the 3-50 hp category 
for gasoline models and from 52-100 hp for the Diesels; 
management of the corporation is headed by Directors 
J. H. and W. M. O’Donoghue. 

Particularly pleased is Clae at its development of 
what it terms “the first Australian-built multiple-cy]- 
inder marine engine” — the Clae-Holden marine version 
of the basic Holden automobile engine supplied by Gen- 
eral Motors-Holdens Lid. 

Rated 50 hp at 3,600 rpm, the 6-cylinder Clae-Holden 
has a piston displacement of 132.5 cu. in., a compression 
ratio of 6.5 to 1, and bore stroke measurements of 
3” x 34%”; with direct drive, the engine measures 53” 
overall and weighs 725 lbs., and with 2:1 reduction, 
59%” and 757 lbs. 

Standard equipment on the engine includes a Clae 
“Bulldog reverse gear, closed circuit; Heat exchanger 
(fresh water) cooling; 6-volt starter generator and regu- 
lator; lube oil cooler and filter; sump pump; fresh and 
sea-water pumps; carburetor and fuel pump, and in- 
struments. 

Naturally, fishing is popular and profitable down 
under, and Clae claims 90% of the professional fisher- 
men in Australia use its Fisherman series — either the 
“Five”, “Six”, or “Ten”. 

At 1,000 rpm, the “Ten” generates 12 hp and is

It’s a twin-cylinder, four-cycle 
engine. 

Representative of the Diesels made by Clae is the 

F.D. 36, a four-cylinder model available in direct drive 
or with reductions of 2:1 and 3:1 and based on a Ford 
Motor Co. engine. Its 12-hour rating is 36 hp at 1,600 
rpm. 
The C. 30 gasoline engine is rated 32 hp at 2,800 rpm 
and is described as being of the up-to-date “over square’ 
design. The four-cylinder plant is offered at 490 lbs. 
with direct drive and 20 lbs. heavier with 2:1 reduc- 
tion. 

The Bankstown company also features a two-cycle 
Bantam in the %4 hp class; its chief advantages: “more 
power for less weight, low maintenance, matchless 
fuel economy and greater dependability.” 

The company —which plans a showroom soon in 
Sydney — claims to have supplied marine engines 
and/or reverse gears to the armed forces of both Aus- 
tralia and the United States.

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Nearly 50,000 Reinforced Plastic Boats 
Built During "57 Says Plastics Industry 


ACCORDING TO A MARKET study conducted by the 
Reinforced Plastics Division of the Society of the Plas- 
tics Industry, Inc. close to 50,000 reinforced plastic 
boats were sold in 1957. 

Pleasure boats are today among the most familiar 
uses for fibrous glass reinforced plastics and it would 
seem that 1957 was the year when manufacturers got 
set for a big push in 1958. Many long-established firms 
will be carrying a line of these molded boats for the 
first time. In fact, a few pleasure boat builders remain 
who do not have at least one such model. Reports from 
companies already molding and selling reinforced 
plastic boats indicate that a majority are adding both 
to the number and the size of their models and to 
their overall production volume. One builder, for ex- 
ample, is tooling up for a production of 11,000 boats 
as against a current volume of 5,000. 

Estimates of the number of glass fiber reinforced 
plastic boats produced in 1957 vary between 45,000 and 
50,000. Roughly, these all-plastic boats account for one 
half of the 25,200,000 pounds of reinforced plastics going 
into this market in 1957. Most of the remaining 12% 
million pounds are used in the covering of wooden boat 
hulls, deck surfaces and similar protective surfacing 
work. 


Tee-Nee Assembles 100,000th Trailer, 
Ships It To New England Distributor 


ALTHOUGH IT USUALLY ships its trailers unassem- 
bled to dealers and distributors all over the world, 
the Tee-Nee Trailer Co. of Youngstown, O., recently 
changed the script to celebrate completion of its 100,- 
000th trailer since the line’s inception in 1939.

In addition to its own brand, Tee-Nee produces sev- 
eral private makes of trailers and maintains a manu- 
facturing outlet in Toronto, Canada, which each year 
reportedly has doubled the previous year’s output.

Oceanic portable, all-transistor set with band-spread 
short wave tuning. Announcement was made by G. E. 
Gustafson, Zenith vice-president of engineering. 





Tubeless, All-Transistor Trans-Oceanic portable radio, intro- 
duced by Zenith, tunes standard broadcasts; ship-to-ship, ship-to- 
shore channels; covers official marine and weather channels; gives 
magnifieient reception of international short wave. It has eight 
tuning ranges, is powered to tune in special hurricane, gale, storm 
warnings and other marine weather bulletins for Atlantic, Pacific, 
Gulf of Mexico, Caribbean Sea coastal waters — also Canadian 
and U. §. Lafots and Laweb bulletins for Great Lakes area. Set’s 
log charts, list marine weather broadcast schedules (A3 type) for 
U.S. coastal waters and Great Lakes. 


The new receiver tunes eight wave bands to give re 
ception from thousands of foreign stations on interna- 
tional short wave channels, plus “super-sensitive’ re 
ception of ship-to-shore communications, official ma- 
rine weather broadcasts and standard broadcast sta- 
tions. Gustafson said that band-spread tuning on inter- 
national short wave bands electronically stretches the 
distance between stations on the dial to permit preci- 
sion selection of even weak or far distant short wave. 
stations. 

Because of its sensitivity, selectivity and range of re- 
ception, the Trans-Oceanic supplies the amateur sailor 
“with everything he needs by radio for his greater 
‘away-from-home’ enjoyment and safety,” Gustafson 
said. 

The set enables those in racing vessels and pleasure 
craft to “keep ahead” of weather by picking up hurri- 
cane, gale, storm and other navigational warnings 
broadeast from official weather stations and standard 
broadcast stations, he said. 

Gustafson said that the new Trans-Oceanic is a pre 
cision instrument, housed in a gleaming chrome-plated 
cabinet trimmed in black leather and designed by Mel 
Boldt, one of the foremost industrial designers in the 
US. It is the size of an ordinary portable, he stated, and 
is by far the smallest and lightest band-spread short 
wave portable ever produced. Weight, 13 pounds includ- 
ing batteries, is half that of conventional short wave por- 
tables. 

The set is engineered to perform efficiently on trains, 
planes, automobiles and in steel buildings — where 
portable radio failure is common — and in extremes of 
climate from the frozen Arctic to steaming equatorial 
jungles, he said. 

The new Trans-Oceanic, Gustafson said, is powered 
by standard flashlight batteries. Zenith engineers rate 
the receiver at 500 milliwatts of undistorted power 
output.

Shipbuilding Corp., are ready for delivery to new owners. 
Powered by a 6-110 GM Diesel rated at 210 hp at 1,800 

rpm, the “Millie” measures 20’ at the beam and has a 9’ 

draft; Allison reduction gear has a 4.5:1 ratio, and a 

bronze shaft holds the 52” x 38”, four-blade Federal pro- 

peller. 

Spacious crew quarters and a galley are in the fore- 
peak and the steel foremast is stepped on the keel; gal- 
lows frames are on the starboard side for dragging, but 
the aft frame can be moved to the port side forward 
when scalloping is the order of business.

Harnischfeger Has Bought 75 Acre Site 

To Expand Its Manufacturing Facilities 
MILWAUKEE, WIS.’s HARNISCHFEGER CORP. has 
announced the purchase of a 75 acre industrial site at 
Dubuque, Ia. Henry Harnischfeger, executive vice pres- 
ident, says the company ultimately intends to construct 
a 300,000 square foot plant on the site. The new con- 
‘struction will house the manufacturing operations of 
the company’s Zip-Lift and Hevi-Lift electric hoists and 
all electric control equipment, motors and brakes for 
its overhead cranes and electric shovels.

In addition, the foam, because of 
its strong adhesion to polyester resin, seals any pin- 
holes which might have appeared in the laminate, de- 
spite careful preparation of the three-layer hull, ex- 
plains the chemical company.

New Inflatable Boat Is Being Tested 
In Marine Corps Amphibious Operations 


A 15-MAN INFLATABLE BOAT is being tested by the 
U. S. Marine Corps in amphibious operations. The Ma- 
rine Corps Assault boat can be launched in—package to 
water—in one minute, according to a recent release 
from the Scott-Atwater Mfg. Co. This Minneapolis, 
Minn. motor maker manufactures the 40 hp motor re- 
cently adopted by the Marines as standard equipment, 
according to the announcement. 
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Here’s what the "7a -man, Secott-Atwater NODE (40 rr 
inflatable Assault Boat looks like. 


The boat will make 13 knots and will stay afloat 80 
per cent deflated. When deflated and packaged, the craft 
is eight feet long, 35’ in diameter and, according to re- 
ports, resembles a rather fat cigar; it weighs 418 pounds. 
Using an attached CO? bottle, the boat is inflated to 
three and one-half. pounds rigidity in one minute. The 
full six pounds pressure is gained while underway by 
means of a hand pump and takes about 20 minutes. 

The craft does that 13 knots when it’s powered with 


the 40 hp Scott-Atwater motor and has its comple 


ment of 15 men and equipment for a total 4,050 pounds, 
says the Minneapolis firm. The boat is capable of carry- 
ing up to five tons and with just one man, says Scott- 
Atwater, the Assault Boat has been officially clocked 
at more than 40 knots. 

The boat is made of 22 bladders running fore and 
aft, five metal tubes across the deck giving support and 
connecting the bladders. A metal transom completes 
the craft. 

If any four of the 22 bladders remain inflated the boat 
will continue to float. And the bladders can be changed 
while underway, the report points out. It seems that 
in much the same way a football bladder or an auto- 
mobile tire tube is changed, the canvas covering is un- 
laced, the bladder removed, a new bladder put in, the 
covering laced and the bladder inflated. 

The boat, which was designed and built by Interna- 
tional Latex Co. is 2114’ long, has an 834’ beam, a free- 
board of 15” and a 19” draft. The Marine Corps has a 
smaller version of this craft that operates from sub- 
marines for reconnaissance. International Latex, accord- 
ing to Scott-Atwater’s release, is olso manufacturing a 
civilian model.

“Nylon fiber,” says K-ting, “has certain performance 
characteristics that are entirely its own. They are as 
different from those of Manila fiber as day is from 
night. As a consequence,” explains the firm who also 
manufactures rope from Manila and Sisal, “Nylon rope 
performs differently from Manila rope.” 

The principal advantage Cating Rope Works sees 
in the synthetic fiber is that it has a high degree of 
elasticity. Because of this, K-ting says, it is able to ab- 
sorb sudden strains. This characteristic has made Ny- 
lon suitable for towing jobs or for use as anchor or 
mooring line, says the firm adding that, generally 
speaking, Nylon rope can be used “whenever elas- 
ticity or shock-absorbing ability is an advantage.” 


The firm talks about its strength, said to permit the 
use of smaller sizes, with reduced weight. An instance 
of this use, says the company, is the way in which K- 
ting Nylon rope was used to tow the Mayflower JI from 
Plymouth, Mass. to New York City last summer. A 
four-inch circumference Nylon rope, says Cating, did 
the work of a seven-inch Manila rope, weighing twice 
as much. K-ting points to the fact that Nylon rope 
doesn’t rot or mildew, saying it can even be stored wet. 

The pocket size, four-page rope selector chart is de- 
signed to help boating enthusiasts choose the right syn- 
thetic fiber ropes for their needs. It describes the char- 
acteristics of Nylon, as weli as those of Dacron, poly- 
ethylene, linen and Manila. It provides feet-per-pound 
tables for each kind of rope and includes a selector- 
graph designating the best types of rope or ropes for 
each marine purpose. 

It indicates that Dacron rope has almost the same 
strength as Nylon but has only neglible stretch. There- 
fore, Cating recommends it for running rigging and 
other applications where Nylon’s advantages might be 
desired but where elasticity is undesirable. 

Polyethylene is an orange-colored, all-plastic rope, 
says the chart, twisted from filaments of pure poly- 
ethylene. It is strong and somewhat stiffer than Manila, 
says K-ting. Its finish, according to the producer, is 
smooth as glass to the touch, adding that the product 
is so light it floats on the water. So far, reports the firm, 
its principal marine application has been as a water 
ski rope. Like Nylon and Dacron, says K-ting, poly- 
ethylene rope is impervious to dampness, rot or 
mildew. This chart is offered to dealers for distribu- 
tion to rope customers.

Steelworker A. Warren James 
Finds Boats Profitable Hobby 


UTILIZING A PLYWOOD-MOULDING method vet- 
eran observers have described as unique. A. Warren 
James has been turning out 16’ river craft as a hobby for 
the past four years in a little shop near his home in 
West Brownsville, Pa. 

Though regularly employed in the Allentown plant 
of the Pittsburgh Steel Corp., James has made effective 
use of his spare time and a recent issue of the Washing- 
ton, Pa.

Confidence In Steei Hulls Pays Off 
For Archie Lang And Ray McCarty 


CREDIT THE U.S. NAVY with an assist for the es- 
tablishment of the Inland Seas Boat Co., Inc., in San- 
dusky, O., and for an anticipated output of 200 steel- 
hulled cruisers during the current season. 

A story appearing not long ago in the Sandusky 
Register quoted partners Archie Lang and Ray Mc- 
Carty as basing their confidence in steel hulls partly 
on the fact that Uncle Sam’s sailors have for some time 
been transported in them. 

Founded in Cleveland 11 years ago, the company 
has won over early skeptics (“Will it float?”) and last 
year’s expansion to Sandusky was dictated by the need 
to have a location near water. 

Inland Seas turns out cruisers in 22’, 26’, 31’, 35’, and 

39 lengths, with the Sandusky branch concentrating 
on the latter two lengths of flying bridge sedans and 
double cabin deck house models, both of which sleep 
six. 
Hulls are shipped from Cleveland to Sandusky, 
where a force which is growing from 12 men to a hoped- 
for 40 or 50 completes the building operations. A hull 
welding shop is maintained in Sandusky, but there are 
no present plans to locate the entire operation in that 
Ciiy. 

President and treasurer of the corporation is Lang, 
while McCarty — who boasts experience in sale of 
steel-hulled boats for other firms—-doubles as vice 
president and secretary; he reportedly is responsible 
for stilling the objection that steel hulls are noisy by 
sound-proofing his boats with a vinyl plastic coating. 

Inland Seas welded hull cruisers also reputedly re- 
quire minimum upkeep; “no spring caulking, scraping, 
and no dry rot,” McCarty asserts.

The gun was 
a modified type MBC DeVilbiss mastic spray gun with a 
specially designed nozzle.

the new manual, Hughes pointed 
out. 

The federal system of small boat 
navigational lighting offers OBC an- 
other area of research. A year-long 
study by OBC will evaluate the ef- 
fectiveness of current lighting re- 
quirements. The program will in- 
clude field tests, ete. and will result 
in formal recommendations to the 
U.S. Coast Guard sometime late in 
the year. 


These and other technical pro- 
grams will be directed by a number 
of OBC committees, headed by the 
newly formed seven member OBC 
Engineering Coordination Commit- 
tee which will establish overall tech- 
nical policies and direct OBC’s en- 
gineering research. 


Named to OBC’s top engineering 
group recently were Richard Heid- 
ner of West Bend Aluminum Co., 
Robert Would of Cadillac Marine & 
Boat Co., David Beach and W. C. 
Conover of Outboard Marine Corp., 
Cort Gravengood of Attwood Brass 
Works, J. E. Olney of Tee Nee 
Trailer Co., and Douglas Wiltse of 
Aero-Craft Boats. 


In addition to the committee’s 


overall responsibilities, Hughes said, 
it will oversee the OBC boat-motor 
rating program and will review 
standards and practices suggested 
by other OBC engineering commit- 
tees.

George is one of the oldest hands in the game. In 
1925 he started racing as a hobby, building his own 
boats. By 1930 so many people asked him to build 
boats for them he went into the business. That was 
the same year he established a world’s endurance 
record that still stands— continuous running for 10 
days and nights, or 239 hours and 40 minutes, on 
Lake Erie. Virginia raced for about eight years in 
Cleveland, but gave it up before they moved to Ari- 


zona. George is probably the only outboard racer 


ever to hold four championships at the same time: 
National, Pacific Coast, Western Division and South- 
ern California. In 1956 Mishey-built boats won the 
national APBA championship, Class F hydroplane, 
and Mishey hulls won the NOA Class A and B hydro- 


plane world championships. 


They have a complete marine line including Mer- 
cury motor sales and service. No fishing equipment 
is carried, but the firm is Arizona racing headquar- 
ters, as would be expected. 

Mishey Boats and Motors build the Mishey Cus- 
tomliner, a 15-foot fibre glass pleasure boat, and 
custom-racing hulls. Their racers have been shipped 
to Sweden, Germany, Italy and France, and even to 
Indo-China, as well as all over the U.S. and Canada. 

Latest to enter boat building in Arizona is Arizona 
Boat Works in Phoenix. W. E. (Rusty) Biesemeyer 
and Milton Edgar built boats as a hobby for ten 
years; a couple of years ago they decided to go into 
the business, They now have seven employees and

turn out about three boats a week. They build a 16- 
foot model for inboard and outboard motors, and 
these are so rugged they'll take up to a 400-hp mo- 
tor. One with a hopped up Cadillac motor was timed 
at 75 miles an hour. A couple of Phoenix men were 
among the three lead boats in a recent Long Beach 
to Catalina Island ski competition when, due to fog, 
they missed the island. Jack Pettijohn owned the 
Biesemeyer boat. Ed Camrud, former auto racer 
turned water skiing enthusiast, was the skier. 

Biesemeyer boats are of a single model, of fiber 
glass construction, but seat arrangements and color 
(molded in) is custom-selected. Most of these boats

Specialist In Steel-Hulled Boats 


PRODUCER OF AROUND 400 steel-hulled boats since 
1945, the Roy Breaux Blacksmith Shop and Marine 
Service is recognized as the largest boatbuilding or- 
ganization in its home area around Loreauville, La. 

So says a recent edition of the NEW IBERIA IBERIAN, 
in a proud article devoted to Roy Breaux and his con- 
cern which brings added prestige to his native Iberia 
parish. 

Since its inception, the story reported, the business 
had turned out 334 craft, and the 1957, total was ex- 
pected to reach 90; bulk of the output consists of crew 
boats and transportation and geophysical barges. 

As an indication of the growth of the establishment 
on the Bayou Teche, the paper notes that the original 
work force has grown in 12 years from two (including 
Breaux himself) to anywhere from 60 to 91 and an 
annual payroll of $200,000.

This 
experience he credits for giving him sound ideas on 
the types of boats most suited to this demanding 
work and for giving him the confidence to go into the 
boatbuilding business at the young age of 28.

Luxury Yacht "Bridges", 59° Long, 
Given Novel Launching By Tollycraft 


BECAUSE IT LACKS the facilities for launching so 
large a craft, the Tollycraft Corp. of Kelso, Wash., was 
obliged recently to truck a new 5¥ luxury yacht it had 
built to the port of Longview and lower it into the 
Columbia River with a whirly crane. 

Powered by twin GM 150-hp diesels driving through 
Walters V-drives, the pleasure cruiser was built for 
Evald Anderson, owner of the Anderson Bridge Con- 
struction Co. in Tacoma, and was christened — appro- 
priately enough — the “Bridges.” 

Boasting a beam of 14 8” and a draft of 3’ 8”, the

appeared on the market, those that have, being of 
course, in nearly-new condition. These dealers in 
question are looking to the future, though. They all 
expect the trend to size to continue with constantly 
larger and costlier boats being offered. Most of them 
realize that condition-wise a large closed-in boat is 
an entirely different patient to check, and also to 
doctor, than the conventional open outboard. Gen- 
erally, the dealer is confident that despite this he or 
his help will be able to estimate a boat’s condition 
intelligently. Captain Salomon agrees, feeling that 
anyone with fair boating experience can learn what 
to expect and where to look for trouble to an extent 
that will suffice for what’s in mind here. He does 
urge that such a check be conducted in an orderly 
fashion, suggesting that some sort of form be used 
with the points to be checked noted and blanks left 
for remarks. 

When and if professional surveyors enter the out- 
boarding field, their services are likely to have been 
sought for an entirely different reason — to build up 
buyer confidence and good will by featuring used of- 
ferings as survey-backed ones. Most dealers with any- 
thing of this nature in mind for the future are assum- 
ing that it can be had done for some reasonably small 
charge per boat. Naturally they’ll want a surveyor of 
recognized integrity, one in whom the local boating 
fraternity has confidence. It could be assumed that 
some of the boats would have faults beyond those 
already made good by the dealer, These would, of 
course, be noted in the surveyor’s report sheet. 

These dealers in general think it would be unwise 
to have such a surveyor check boats as offered, feeling 
that the customer would take it as evidence of doubt- 
ing his word as to the boat’s condition. Ones own 
checking can be done in seemingly a more hap- 
hazard fashion. Upon my remarking that all but a 
couple of boats of the some 35 offered at that George- 
town yacht auction were sold subject to survey, and 
that this did much to inspire buyer confidence, deal- 
ers agreed that it should do the same if applied to 
ones own selling of large outboards. 

Still another point revealed that may be of interest 
is that some dealers in improving their facilities for 
readying their used boats for resale (remember my 
mentioning one dealer finding he could get back 
about thrice the cost involved) have enlarged their 
layouts for such work to the extent of being able to 
do outside jobs. That is, these dealers not only sell

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the customer his boat but are in a position to do 
maintenance and repair jobs as found required. This 
occurs mostly in sections where facilities for boating 
have only recently been available, as by the creating 
of man-made lakes. A North Carolina dealer re- 
marked that he was virtually forced into adding a 
maintenance and repair shop—that there was ab- 
solutely no place in the section where an owner could 
have such work done. Aside from making it easier 
to sell his take-ins and showing a profit of its own 
he finds having the service shop gives him a selling 
edge on his competitors.

Flying Finn 


FLYING FINN’S line this year includes the Seafin 21 
— both inboard and outboard versions — for 1958 boat- 
ing enthusiasts. Last fall the Seafin 21 was equipped 
with a fighting chair, outriggers, radio direction finder 
and twin 35 hp motors for a nine-day tuna fishing ex- 
pedition in the Atlantic Ocean off Block Island. Flying 
Finn reports that the craft proved “a rugged performer” 
during the expedition. The inboard Seafin 21 is powered 
with a Palmer 135 hp engine; the skiff is said to reach 
speeds up to 40 mph. 

The pair of 21-footers has a 90” beam measurement 
and is 47” high at the bow. Each has a 72” transom 
‘width and 36” transom depth. The outboard model has 
a 13” draft while the inboard has 22”.

Others in this year’s Flying Finn fleet include the 
Gulfin 16, Bayfin 17 and Seafin 18. All Flying Finn 
Skiffs are solid-planed, lapstraked to keel and copper- 
riveted. All are of Wittholz design and feature the Soft 
and Dry ride under conditions encountered during 
coastal water operations, according to the New York 
City firm. Major improvements for 1958 include in- 
corporation of a motor well for the Bayfin 17 and an in- 
crease of three inches in transom depth for all models. 
Flying Finn will also introduce a new arrangement for 
cockpit ventilation during the New York City boat 
show where the firm will also display its line. 

The Gulfin 16 has a 74” beam, 37” bow height and a 
transom height and width of 24” and 55”, respectively. 
The Bayfin 17 sports a 76” beam and offers a 67” wide 
transom that’s 30” deep. The Seafin 18 has an 80” beam 
and has a 67” wide transom that’s 36” deep. Recom- 
mended horsepower for the line is from 25 to 35 hp 
for the Gulfin 16, from 35 to 50 hp for the Bayfin and 
from 50 to 60 hp for the Seafin 18; the latter is also 
recommended for twin 35’s.

dress and yachting caps to carry out the theme of the 
event. 

“Speaking from the medium-sized bank level,” says 
Bob Warzetha, “We feel that we can develop an im- 
proved bank-vs.-dealer relationship through a mutual 
understanding of each other’s problems, Skipper 
Week has helped all of us. 

“In order that all interested persons would know 
about the big promotion, we used a full-page adver- 
tisement in the local paper. Since I head the credit 
loan department and marine financing is one of its 
divisions, we handle this phase of our business on the 
same basis as our major appliances, automobiles and 
related loans.” 

The Richfield bank offers marine financing in one 
of two plans. First, it buys dealer paper. The in- 
terest charged to the customers on such a transaction 
is 7% with 1% going to the dealer involved. This is 
a recourse transaction between the bank and the 
seller, with a 10-25% down payment required of the 
eustomer. Up to 30 months repayment time is allowed. 
Second is the direct financing plan. This is offered 
to the customer at 6% interest. A one-third down pay- 
ment is required with up to 24 months of repayment 
time on small boats and outboard motors and 36 
months on large inboard cruisers, etc. A transaction 
of this nature is handled directly by the bank. The 
dealer is not involved. 

“Since all officers of our bank are stockholders,” 
says Bob Warzetha, “each of us takes a direct personal 
interest in all transactions. One of my pets is dealer 
floor planning. At present we are offering this service 
to only a few marine dealers. However, in the future 
we are planning to promote it in a bigger way. Frankly 
wed like more business of this nature. 

“At present we will lend 80% of the invoice cost, 
plus the freight on 90-day notes. A 10% decrease in 
the note must be made on all remaining stock at 90- 
day intervals. Our interest rate for this service is 6%.” 

The Richfield bank is located in one of the busiest 
sections of this suburb of Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
Minn. It is housed in an attractive modern building 
constructed with an obvious community spirit in mind. 
The basement recreation room is available for public 
gatherings and fund raising drives. It is booked weeks 
ahead. 

In summing up the boat-and-motor financing busi- 
ness, Bob Warzetha says, “We have found marine

ed substantial proportions he sold the station and 
leased the adjoming property. 

In 1956 Boatarama, after experimenting with sev- 
eral good makes, decided to stick to one full line so 
as to be able to do it justice. Manz handles the com- 
plete line of Trojan boats, “You have to believe in 
the product you sell,” he says. “You can’t convince 
anyone else that your boat is the best buy unless 
you think so yourself.” 

Thanks in part to the demand Boatarama has 
developed for cruisers, volume is steadily increasing. 
Manz started out by taking on two flying bridge 
21-foot cruisers. He made a point of displaying them 
outside where they would be easily seen. The ex- 
periment, made “just to see what would happen,” 
clicked from the start. Motorists pulled up and got 
out to inspect the big boats. 

Now every fifth boat Manz sells is a cruiser. 


Not all customers can come in and plunk down up | 


to $13,000 on a cruiser. Financing has been arranged 
with a local bank, and credit terms are announced 
in newspaper advertising. Small boats and motors 
can be sold for 10 per cent down and 24 months to 


pay; cruisers for 25 per cent down and up to 36 


months. 

One of the pitfalls in selling cruisers was learned 
by Manz in the first six months — be cautious in ap- 
praising trade-ins. So far as he knows, only experi- 
ence and a close study of the prevailing market can 
help keep you out of trouble on trade-ins. And an 
overabundance of traded-in boats may lead to in- 
ventory trouble. Not that used boats are hard to sell, 
he points out: you just can’t be sure that they will 
bring what you estimated. 

Although cruiser buyers spend thousands of dollars 
to the outboard buyer’s hundreds, Manz gives them 
no more than the same courteous treatment. Cruiser 
buyers don’t have to be “romanced” merely because 
they’re in the Cadillac class, he says.

of merchandising — sales and service — which nor- 
mally would have had no appeal for the buyer until 
the following spring. , : 

Following are general merchandising results of the 
Boat-A-Cade, as reported by dealers in the area — 
area being interpreted as covering marine firms with- 
in a 100-mile radius of Kissimmee. The heaviest im- 
pact, of course, was felt in Kissimmee: 

1. A 60-day extension of the “selling season” — 
attributed to the late-fall cruise, nearly two 
months after the normal Labor day windup. 
Note: This is “selling season”, not “boating 
season,” because climatic conditions in mid- 
Florida encourage year-around boating. Tradi- 
tionally, however, the selling season slumps after 
Labor day, picks up again in late winter and 
early spring. The Boat-A-Cade keeps selling 
“alive” until nearly the end of October. 

2. An upgrading of buyers to bigger, more com- 
modious and more elaborately equipped rigs. It 
also stimulates movement of trade-ins — ac- 
quired from upgraded customers — to persons 
who either are buying their first boats or are 
upgrading themselves from fishing boats to cruis- 
ing craft. 

3. Timing of the cruise has a direct tie-in with the 
trend toward autumn introduction of new-model 
boats, motors and trailers. This counteracts the 
normal customer inclination to wait until spring 

. before trading for new rigs. 

4. The nature of the Kissimmee Boat-A-Cade stimu- 
lates manufacturers, customers and dealers alike 
to realization ofthe value of fully functional 
equipment. This'translates itself in terms of more 
accessory sales. One of the factory exhibitors at 
the display, for example, was the Coleman Co. 
of Wichita, Kansas — manufacturers of camp 
stoves, lanterns, fold-up tables and chairs and 
similar equipment. 

To understand fully what the cruise means in terms 

of equipment sales, these facts are helpful: 

A high percentage of the rigs carried twin-engine 
installations of big-power outboards. Virtually all of 
the boats came in trailer-borne. These, coupled with 
the 75 per cent prevalence of “cruiser type” craft, 
explain the relatively high average value estimate of 
approximately $3,300 for each outfit. It should be 
noted the “cruiser type” description did not neces- 
sarily imply conventional cabin craft. Many were of

Mastercraft Trailers Travel To Cape Cod

A CONVOY OF THREE CARS towing latest models 
of popular outboard boats and motors made up the 
substance of a photographic expedition to Cape Cod, 
Mass., by officers of Mastercraft Trailers of Middletown, 
Conn. last August.

the big 16’ - 18’ open runabout class, with bunks un- 
der the foredeck and convertible top and side-curtains 
that made them the approximate equivalent of cabin 
craft in accommodations and weather protection.

Dealers report that the impending impact of the 
Boat-A-Cade begins to be felt 60 days in advance. 
This is the period immediately following Labor Day 
which normally sees business going into the off-season 
doldrums. The first indication is from the number of 
motors brought in for general tune-up and servicing 
—-boatmen have learned that it’s unwise to wait, for 
the service dealers become so heavily loaded with 
last-minute work (rigging boats as well as tuning mo- 
tors) that equipment may not be ready in time. 


The buildup in merchandising increases steadily 
up until about 10 days prior to the cruise when — 
fortunately for the dealers’ sanity — it levels off a bit. 
This gives the dealer an opportunity to clean up his 
commitments by completing rigging of equipment he 
has sold, and handle the incoming out-of-state boat- 
men who decide on last-minute changes of equipment. 


The Boat-A-Cade cruise committee plans to con- 
duct an accompanying boat show again in 1958, this 
time with a more elaborate advance build-up. The 
manufacturers’ display opened on Monday and the 
boats, motors, trailers and other gear remained on 
view until Thursday, when much of it was trailered 
over to the ramp and launched for participation m 
the cruise.

cruising. Either can be equipped with a single or twin 


installation of any size outboard motor. 

The runabouts in the line have a semi-V, soft chine 
bottom rounded to prevent pounding and to afford a 
smooth, dry ride even in a brisk chop, says the com- 
pany. “The boats have excellent performance character- 
istics and make sharp, high-speed turns without skid or 
slip.” 

The entire Whitehouse line features Triple-Strength 
Transom fabricated of Fiberglas laminated plywood, 
adding strength and rigidity to the basic Fiberglas tran- 
som of the hull. 

Whitehouse reports that it will continue its policy 
of marketing the boats it makes on a national scale. 
Particular emphasis will be placed in those areas where 
Whitehouse has not been represented in the past. Dis- 
tribution presently includes 39 states and several foreign 
countries. Many other markets are being examined for 
the feasibility of their development in the future, in- 
dicates a spokesman for the company. 

The Lone Star State company has operated its own 
truck fleet for the past two years, delivering to all 
sections of the country. Ben Whitehouse, Jr., presi- 
dent, explains that this arrangement permits his firm 
to keep the final prices of Whitehouse boats at a more 
competitive level. 

The Fort Worth firm has more than doubled the size 
of its physical plant during the past year and recently 


completed a new building containing over 36,000 sq. 


ft. of floor space for assembly line production. 

Last season employment reached more than 200. 
Company officials disclose that careful scheduling, ag- 
gressive promotion and competitive bidding of contracts 
let by other manufacturers have enabled Whitehouse 
to retain a large number of highly experienced per- 
sonnel of a year-around basis. These persons have 
formed the nucleus of an expanded work force to pro- 
duce the 1958 line in greater quantities and with closer 
attention to rigid quality control than ever before, the 
officials explain. 

The company president says the firm has endeavored 
in every operation to build better quality at optimum 
cost. He explains that this has been accomplished by 
purchasing all materials in a more basic state and formu- 
lating them specifically for application in Fiberglas 
boats. For example, Whitehouse grinds the pigments for 
impregnated color and operates its own upholstery shop 
where the company has been one of the pioneers in the 
use of Urethane plastic foam for boat seats. All its 
boats, except the two fishing models, are equipped with 
this light, long lasting material. 

Whitehouse states the objective of his firm this way: 
“We shall continue to strive for savings in basic engi- 
neering techniques and manufacturing methods while 
constantly improving the styling, performance and qual- 
ity of our products.”
